Saltmarsh biU 
exempts students 
from meals tax

Unwarranted letter shocks, 
surprises school committee 
as council is ordered out 


Legislation to exempt college students 
from the state’s 8 percent meals tax has been 
filed by Representative “Whip” Saltmarsh of 
Winchester. 

Representative Saltmarsh explained, 
“Under my bill, the exemption would only 
apply to students on regular meal contracts, 
eating in college halls. It would apply to both 
public and private institutions. 

“The meals tax is based on the assumption 
that dining out at a restaurant is a luxury. 
This is certainly not the case with students 
living away from home al an institution of 
higher learning. For them, eating in the 
dining hall is analogous to eating at home and 
should not be taxed. 

"My bill would not cover, for example, a 
hamburger bought at a snack bar at a student 
center which operates like a restaurant. But 
students have to eat, and their regular con¬ 
tract meals should not be taxed as luxuries.”

Sullivan to 
seek election 
as moderator 


Wants to be selectman 


Rotondi obtains papers as 
first candidate for office 


Selectnien Chairman John J. Sullivan, who 
said last week he would not seek reelection to 
a fourth term, announced at the selectmen’s 
meeting Monday night that he intended to 
take out nomination papers for town 
moderator. 

Citing pressures of business and a “needed 
change on this board,” Sullivan said he 
welcomed the chance to serve the town in 
another capacity. 

There had been rumors that the 37-year- 
old nuclear engineer was giving up his seat on 
the board of selectmen to accept a 
Washington appointment in Jimmy Carter’s 
administration. Sullivan expressed surprise 
at such a suggestion. 

“I think it is time for a new face on this 
board,” he said. “It is easy in a town like 
Winchester for one person to be elected over 
and over again. Before you know it, he runs 
the town and that’s not good.” 

Sullivan came onto the board as its 
youngest member nine years ago and will 
leave as the youngest member. Arthur 
Dunbar, whose term also expires in March, 
has not announced whether he will seek 
another three-year term.

The final date for obtaining papers is 
February 17. By February 22 all nomination 
papers must be returned to the registrars of 
voters for certification of signatures. For all 
seats except town meeting 50 certified 
signaiures are required in order to run for 
election. Town meeting member candidates 
need obtain only ten certified signatures. 
Incumbent town meeting members have until 
February 15 to give written notice to the town 
clerk that they are seeking reelection.

WHS coaches file 
suit^ claim pay 
discrimination 

Members of the Winchester High School 
women’s coaching staff have filed a class 
action against the school committee with the 
Massachusetts Commision Against 
Discrimination charging violation of the 
“equal pay for equal work” clauses of 
Federal and slate laws. 

The suit was brought under State Chapter 
622 and Federal Title IX which prohibit pay 
discrimination. 

While not all coaches salaries show the 
discrepancy, there are some substantial 
differences between the stipends for male and 
female coaches. 

For example, a third year female head 
coach receives $1074, while a third year male 
head coach (except for the football coaches) 
receives between $1789 and $2147. 

According to Joan Rosazza of the physical 
education department at the high school, who 
filed the suit on behalf of the women coaches, 
the case is being investigated by the com¬ 
mission on discrimination. 

The suit does not involve all members of 
the coaching staffs, Rosazza commented, “If 
two people are doing the same job with the 
same hours, they should get the same pay.” 


Storms eighty nine hit^ and 
ifs early in the season 


The two snow storms which covered Winchester last week were officially storms 
numbered eight and nine, according to Walter Tonaszuck, director of the department 
of public works. 

Five inches fell Sunday, less than the forecast of six to nine inches. We made up for 
it Wednesday, however, when we hit the top estimate of 15 inches forecast for that 
day. 

Altogether the DPW has put down 1064 tons of sand and another 770 tons of salt. 
About 60 men were involved in snow and ice removal last week, Tonaszuck said. 

To date, the figures for storms are:

$90,000 budgeted for payroll. $13,000 spent. 

$.54,7.50 budgeted for salt, $13,244 spent.

Tonaszuck said at there is still a “big pile” of sand and about 700 tons of s^\t stored 
at the town erd. 

“We are in excellent shape right now,” he said.

Board adopts reorganization 
of school administrative staff 


handling personnel - administration and 
budget preparation, record keeping, and 
other central office administrative functions. 
Asst. Superintendent for Curriculum Walter 
Gleason will take on the coordination of 
teacher evaluation; and Asst. .Superintendent 
for Administration Jack Fallon will take over 
labor relations. 

The net savings in the central office 
reshuffling amounts to about $35,000, ac¬ 
cording to the report." 

At the elementary level, the 
reorganization includes seven principals for 
eight schools, as well as additional respon¬ 
sibilities for the principals. The new 
assignments are a revise(i version of the 
additional functions given to principals last 
year in order to cut the budget. 

Noonan and Washington Schools will more 
than likely retain George Flynn as a shared 
principal. However, each of the (wo schools 
will have a head teacher, at a cost of $1200 
each. 

The principals al Lincoln, Muraco, Mystic 
and Parkhurst will each coordinate a 
curriculum council; the Mystic principal will 
also coordinate a school department 
newsletter. About $2500 has been budgeted 
under other expenses for postage and printing 
of the newsletter. 

MacDonald said the newsletter “will allow 
us to respond to a demand that’s been out 
there quite a while.” 

Curriculum council reassignments will 
save $14,752, although this savings was 
initially realized last year. 

Having the Ambrose principal teach part- 
time will save $9500, according to the plan; 
end the principal at Vinson-Owen will coor¬ 
dinate Chapter 622 and Title IX related 
matters. (Those two laws deal with 
discrimination.) Elimination of a principal, 
already figured into the budget by the closing 
of Wyman, will amount to about a $25,000 
savings, for a net savings at the elementary 
level of $48,852. 

At the secondary level, junior high and 
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Winchester’s school administration will 
undergo a substantial reorganization for the 
next school year. And there will be more than 
$60,000 cut from the school budget as a result, 
according to Superintendent William C. 
MacDonald’s estimates. 

MacDonald’s plan for the reorgnanization, 
which includes elimination of two central 
office positions and retaining seven principals 
for the eight elementary schools, was adopted 
by the school committee Tuesday night. 

Board Member Catherine Fallon called 
the plan (the third version submitted by the 
superintendent in as many weeks) a 
“realistic” one that “doesn’t put any over¬ 
powering obligation on anyone.” 

The lone dissenter. Committeeman Robert 
Frank, commented: “We had the opportunity 
here to either improve the anatomical 
structure of the school system; or to realize 
substantial savings; and this plan ac¬ 
complishes neither.” 

MacDonald’s plan calls for elimination of 
the position of director of pupil services ; and 
changing the assistant superintendent for 
personnel’s position to that of an ad¬ 
ministrative assistant al a reduced salary 
range-betvNeen $16,000-18,000.

Fire chief looks for better 
fire prevention program here 


Looking forward lo a new year. Fire Chief 
Robert W. McElhinney would like lo see "a 
beefed up fire prevention program this year. 
We have a good one now, but I’d like to see us 
do an even better job.” 

The new regulations concerning 
emergency medical technicians on am¬ 
bulance runs and the new so called first 
responders law will bring about some 
changes also. 

There are now 13 trained EMT’s on the 
department, with ten more expected to 
receive the 81 hours of training this year. The 
new law requires attendants and drivers in 
ambulances lo be EMT-qualified. 

The first responders law dictates that 
whether a police officer or a firefighter be the 
first to arrive at the scene where medical 
treatment is necessary, he or she must have 
received advanced first aid training so that 
the emergency care can be begun. 


Chief McElhinney said that by July 1 he 
expects most of his department will be 
qualified. 

Firefighters responded to several lockouts 
in the past week and a couple of burning oil 
truck calls. 

On December 29 an oil truck was on fire at 
22 Pilgrim drive. The same truck was also on 
fire on January 2 at Dartmouth street. In both 
cases the flames were extinguished. 

An oven caught fire at 46 Salisbury st. on 
December 29 at 6:37 p.m. It was out on 
arrival. 

Carbon dioxide was sprayed on a stove on 
fire December 30 at 6 Border rd. 

Chief McElhinney requests that property 
oweners in town consider the safety hazards 
of fire hydrants which are left buried in snow.

WEA, school board find 
contract settlement elusive 


"I'd have to say there was no progress” 
was School Board Member Robert Frank’s 
assessment of Monday night’s bargaining 
session with the Winchester Education 
Association. 

The school committee met with the 
teachers to discuss differences over the 
numerous issues involved in the present 
contract dispute. Teachers have been 
working without a contract since school 
opened in September. 

For over a year the two groups have gonne 
through negotiations, mediation, fact-finding, 
another marathon mediation session last 
month, and the session at the bargaining table 
Monday night. 

The fact finder is due to issue a report in 
the next couple of weeks, but school com¬ 
mittee sources are pessimistic about the 
possibility of a quick solution once the report 
comes out. 

Once the two parties receive the report, 
they have ten days to try to work out a set¬ 
tlement before the report can be issued to the 
public. 

At the mediation session in December, the 
fact finder presented both sides with a 
compromise solution: the school board ac¬ 
cepted it. and the teachers turned it down. 
According to Frank, principal negotiator for 
the committee, Monday night’s meeting was 
an attempt to find out just where the WEA 
draws the line on the issues involved. 

Frank said the WEA discussed some, but 
not all of the issues. "We don’t even un¬ 
derstand the magnitude of what the teachers

closing of the Wyman School and the sub¬ 
sequent redistricting of students to Lincoln 
"will necessitate our terminating our current 
arrangement with you.” 

Other members of the board did not in¬ 
terpret the December 27 discussion in the 
same way at all. 

"Quite frankly, it comes as a surprise to 
me,” commented Constance Papas, who 
learned of the letter Tuesday through a Star 
reporter. Board Member Catherine Fallon, 
who was unable to attend the December 27 
meeting, first learned of the letter Tuesday in 
The Star office. 

Board Members Robert Frank and Jagk 
Noble were made aware of the letter’s con¬ 
tents only this past Tuesday night at a school 
committee meeting. 

The committee members present at the 
December 27 meeting did recall discussing 
the problem; none, however, recalled any 
decision to send out a letter giving the CoA 
notice. Noble interpreted the sense of the 
meeting at the time to be that the committee 
should notify the CoA that they might have to 
move, pending MacDonald’s investigation 
into the matter. 

The school board has also notified the 
Winchester Historical Society of their in¬ 
tention to utilize the space in Sanborn House 
now occupied by the Winchester Archival 
Center. The board has voted to close the 
Carriage House and move the division of 
instruction into Sanborn, which would 
displace the Archival Center from the San¬ 
born basement. 

The decision to notify the historical society 
was discussed and agreed upon by the 
committee at their December 27 meeting. 
Mrs. Pronski was then directed to send a 
letter to Mrs. Theodore Wood Jr. of the 
historical society. 

When informed by MacDonald that space 
would indeed be available in the Lincoln 
School for the CoA next year; and by other 
members of the school committee that they 
had not intended that such a letter be sent, 
Mrs. Pronski replied: "Well, I guess I 
goofed.”

Winchester was among 36 communities 
presented with a citizens band base radio 
station last Thursday through the efforts of 
Secretary of Public Safety Charles V. Barry 
and de\ eloped by Stale Civil Defense Director 
Louis F Saba. 

Police Chief John P. McHugh secs the gift 
as "an additional aid to us in the notification 
and quick response to crime situations in 
Winchester.” 

The station, which has yet to be hooked up 
for use. will be located at the front desk in the 
sta'ion, where the desk officer will monitor 
the emergency channel 9 just as he listens to 
the calls over the inter-city police radio. 

"We will try to formulate a specific 
program with CB owners in town to en¬ 
courage citizen participation in the 
prevention of crime,” the chief .said. He 
emphasized that the radio is a monitoring and 
reporting system only and that CBers should 
not lake direct police action. 

"Anything which will be of service to this 
department so that we can respond faster to 
emergency calls, is a valuable asset.” Chief 
McHugh said. 

One possible use for the CB is for the 
auxiliary police. That force, which includes 22 
inembers, does not have radio contact with 
the station. Through CBs they might be able 
to have that direct contact. 

Former Governor F'oster Furcolo recently 
suggested that every letter carrier be out¬ 
fitted with a portable walkie-talkie so that 
anything of an emergency nature which he 
might see while making the rounds could be 
reported (juickly and directly to police 
headquarters. 

(’hief McHugh said. "Anything which will 
enable us to work faster and more efficiently 
should be looked into. I would encourage 
discussion of this possibility.” 

The base radio stations, which will be 
given to another 20 localities, cost $230 each. 
The funds for the radios were provided by 
Governor Michael Dukakis from his 
emergency fund. 

Police were kept busy this past week w'ith 
two housebreaks, a hit and run accident, and 
injuries to Officer James Gallant. 

On January 3, at 8:35 a.m., while on traffic 
detail during snow removal operations at 
Main and Swanton streets. Officer Gallant 
was struck by a car. The driver, from New 
York City, was apparently blinded by the 
early morning sun and did not see Gallant in 
the middle of the street. 

Dog Officer Nick Molea. who was in the 
line of waiting cars, took Gallant to Win¬ 
chester Hospital where he was x-rayed and 
released with bruises to his hand, shoulder, 
and back. 

Also on January 3. a break was reported at 
the Bultimeyr residence. 9 Laurel Hill lane. 
Entrance was gained through a cellar door. A 
number of items were removed but there had 
been no sign of activity in the area. A large 
grey truck had been seen there during the 
day. The break occurred between 10:30 and 
5:30 p.m. 

There was a break at 12 Priscilla lane on 
December 31.. The house had been the 


residence of Nellie Yard who died in J«ine. 
The trustee of the estate di.scovered the break 
when he went to the house to check on it. 

December 31 there was a hit and run ac¬ 
cident at (Cambridge and Wildwood streets. A 
truck hit a car driven by Kevin King of 
Dedham and fled. The truck, apparently 
leased from a North Attleboro truck rental 
firm, did property damage to King’s car but 
there were no reported personal injuries. 

There were two stolen cars last week. One 
reported on December 29 at 47 Holland st. was 
recovered in Winchester later in the day. It 
was a 1967 Plymouth belonging to V/illiam 
Pratt. Mary Tolclough’s 1972 Cadillac was 
stolen from 102 Wendell st. but has not yet 
been recovered. 

Eight cars were ticketed and towed on 
December 30 for interfering with snow 
removal after the storm.

principals and assistant principals will each 
have directorship over one curriculum 
council; an assistant principal at the high 
school will be director of the adult education 
program; and the foreign language 
curriculum council will be reduced from two 
members to one. The net savings: $3825. 

Other savings are achieved through 
moving the director of library services down 
to the high school, eliminating one of his 
.secretaries and giving him the added duty of 
summer .school director. This will save $8468. 

By moving the library director; and by 
transfering the maintenance department 
over to the town department of public works, 
the committee agreed it could close the 
(’arriage House and move Asst. Supt. 
Gleason’s division of instruction into Sanborn 
House. Savings amount to $8270, including 
utility and maintenance costs as projected for 
next year. 

Although he did not recommend salary 
increases for the two remaining assistant 
superintendents and the director of Chapter 
766 programs, MacDonald told the com¬ 
mittee: "We do not, in my opinion, pay them 
appropriately.” All three positions take on 
additional duties as a result of the 
reorganization. 

"I think it’s a step forward.” commented 
Board Member Jack Noble, who felt the plan 
was the best of the three offered to the 
committee in the past few weeks. 

Frank said he thought the principals could 
lake on additional duties, and he criticized the 
arrangement of junior high school ad¬ 
ministration. "We’re whistling in the dark,” 
he said, "to think we can perpetually afford 
the setup we have in the junior high school 
administrations” in the face of declining 
enrollments.

The town’s annual election will be held March 29, but you only have 
until February 22 to have your nomination papers signed and turned in to 
the registrars of voters for certification. You have until Feb. 17 to get 
papers, but you shouldn't wait. 

When you get your papers, you will have to go out and get 50 signatures 
of registered town voters, with the exception of town meeting candidates, 
who will have to obtain only ten certified signatures. 

A 70-year-old resident, Eugene B. Rotondi of Forest street is the first 
to gel papers for one of the major offices. He will run for selectman. 
There are two openings for that office. 

We like the idea of a citizen of Mr. Rotondi’s years as a candidate. We 
would also like to see some of our young citizens (how about some 18- 
year-olds? ) also taking out papers. 

Wouldn’t it be nice to elect a youngster and an oldster. Together with 
the middle-agers already on the board, it would provide a splendid 
balance of representation from all sectors of society in Winchester.

In wintertime Winchester, you can park on any street for an hour only 
between the hours of 1 and 7 a.m. 

If you park more than that hour, your car will probably be towed 
away. 

Obviously, that will be the ultimate annoyance, but it is an absolute 
necessity in the view of the police and fire departments, and the town’s 
by-laws that back them up.

Parked cars not only hamper snow removal, but also get in the way of 
emergency vehicles traveling to and from the unexpected events that 
require their swift and immediate presence.

If you insist on leaving your car on the street for more than an hour 
between 1 and 7 a.m., it will probably cost you a $32 tow charge and a $15 
fine on top of it, not to mention temper tantrums.

Winchester does not appear on the list of 35 
communities which have received grants up 
to $25,000 for historic projects, according to 
information released last week by Sec. of 
State Paul Guzzi. 

Some $303,400 from the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission is being distributed to 
the cities and towns’ historical groups. 

One is immediately outstanding, because 
it is getting $1000 for an inventory of old 
homes. That town is Wilmington. Winchester 
has a similar program underway, a survey 
that will record older houses here. We would 
think the Winchester Historical Commission 
might get in on some of the cash flow. 

Of the communities, 13 applied for a total 
of $221,000 for restoration and purchase of old 
places. Another $82,400 will pay for inventory 
and planning projects on a 50-50 basis with the 
sponsor groups. All 13 communities that 
applied for planning survey funds, were 
approved, according to Guzzi. 

"The money will help preserve the 
character and history of the state,” Guzzi 
said. “We are glad we have this tool to keep 
the past intact for Massachusetts.”

Will defied 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The December 23 issue of The Star con¬ 
tains several letters attacking the .school 
committee for allegedly defying the will of the 
majority by declining to abide by the results 
of the school referendum. 

The fact is that the committee defied the 
will of only the 1775 voters (13.6 percent of the 
13,000 registered voters) who expre.ssed 
opposition to the proposed closing. 
Presumably the other 11,225 voters were 
satisfied to leave the decision on closing to the 
.school committee where it belongs. 

Many of the decisions made by various 
town committees jeopardize the personal 
interests of a few persons, but it would be 
ridiculous to hold a referendum each time a 
small group is aggrieved. Such action would 
subvert the principle of the representative 
town meeting. 

Other letters have implied that a 
referendum is equivalent to a binding vote as 
in a presidential election, and that a town 
committee which declines to be bound by the 
results of a referendum is somehow 
establishing a totalitarian ruling body such as 
exists , in certain communistic stales. This 
concept of referendum is erroneous and 
misleading. A referendum is only a non¬ 
binding advisory opinion of those persons who 
voted on the referendum. It is definitely not a 
mandate. 

The recent school referendum is a classic 
example of a type of political sleight of hand 
whereby a small group which is well 
organized, articulate, militant, aggressive 
and reasonably intelligent can make it appear 
at first glance that it expresses the will of the 
majority. 

It is human nature for those who are 
satisfied with the status quo to be reluctant to 
exert themselves to reaffirm their support of 
an existing policy, especially in inclement 
weather. This enables the dissidents to vote in 
strength and create the impression that they 
express the will of majority. 

At the present til lobody knows for sure 
Uie opinion of the mav ity of town voters but 
it is clear that the reierendum did not resolve 
the question. Therefore the school committee, 
which has studied the problem at great 
length, is correct in following its own best 
judgment. The acrimonious attacks on 
members of the school committee undermine 
the image of the town as a culturally and 
intellecqtally superior community. So let us 
stop harrassing the committee and allow 
them to gel on with their business.

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1977 finds town optimistic, 
uncertain about future 


While the year was still new in most 
everyone’s mind, The Star conducted a dozen 
or so mini-interviews to get a feel for how 
Winchester looks ahead to 1977. 

On balance, the mood is one of cautious 
optimism: most agree that the new ad¬ 
ministration in Washington will effect some 
change in the economy, though there is un¬ 
certainty over just what Jimmy Carter will do 
once in office: but then there are those who 
insist the course of the nation lumbers on 
under its own power, in spite of what any one 
administration may try to do. 

Town Manager Manager Thomas Groux 
sees 1977 as a "year of testing" for the new 
department of public works. Operations at the 
transfer station have to be ironed out and the 
DPW will be taking over the school main¬ 
tenance function. 

Noting a net reduction of nine persons in 
the DPW staff over the past year. Groux hope 
to see further reductions for the 1978 budget. 
But the charter presents limitations on 
reductions resulting from the reorganization. 
"You can’t build a structure around the 
people, yet the charter almost says you will,” 
says Groux. adding: "It tells you. 'change 
and improve things, but don’t change 
anything."’ 

Another lax increase in 1977? "I don’t 
think we can avoid it," replies Groux. 
"You’re stuck with stagnant sources of 
revenue and expanding costs." The only way 
to avoid an increase, according to Groux, 
would be to cut back services. And Groux 
believes the balance between cost and service 
still weighs on the .service side: the town is 
willing to pay for what it gets. 

Though there are no major changes 
planned in the central office administration, 
Groux says there will be other changes, in¬ 
cluding refining of central purchasing 
practices; and reorganization of the building 
department. Groux would also like to see a 
"strengthening" of property inspection to 
help preserve the existing housing stock. 

"The town’s got to lake a fresh look at 
zoning — and not just residential,” suggests 
Groux. "Rather than say ‘thou shall not,’ the 
town should allow what happens naturally to 
happen, with direction coming from some 
strict guidelines.” 

While he would like to see the character of 
Winchester neighborhoods preserved, Groux 
sees a need for review of other land uses to 
help the town adapt to nev/ circumstances: 
such as the local elderly who move from 
larger homes, would like to stay on in Win¬ 
chester, but can’t always afford to. 

At the high school. Principal Vincent 


Larocco and Asst. Principal Tom Budrewicz 
see a good year ahead: but there are some 
uncertainties, and there will be some changes 
in curriculum. 

Whatever the advantages and disad¬ 
vantages of the seven period day, Budrewi.'* 
attributes much of the decrease in vandalism 
at the high school to the change. "The whole 
situation has improved,” he says; "There’s 
no comparison with last year.” 

The CLIP program at the high school is, 
for the first time since the problem was first 
addressed over ten years ago, adapting 
education to those who do not plan to continue 
on to college after receiving their diploma. 

Budrewicz admits that the administrative 
reorganization proposed by Superintendent 
MacDonald, along with the unsettled teacher 
contract dispute, has created a good deal of 
uncertainty among both the administration 
and the faculty at the high school. The 
pressure to cut the school budget also leaves 
one wondering whether current programs 
will continue to be funded. 

Principal Larocco is optimistic about the 
yecir ahead, but he sees change in the 
methods of teaching used at the high school. 
Much of the recent innovation in education is 
being questioned. Decreasing enrollment, he 
insists, will have a great impact on 
curriculum. Larocco sees a four-year high 
school in Winchester by 1978 or 1979, along 
with a more limited curriculum, • 

“I think we’re coming into a period similar 
to the mid-60’s right now,” Larocco says. "We 
have many of the same problems, only now 
the money is tight.” The principal suggests 
that philosophical questions in education have 
to be addressed, so that a system faced with 
tightening budgets and declining enrollment 
can determine just exactly what a high school 
education is supposed to.,be._ 

For the local merchants we questioned, 
1976 was generally a good year •— better than 
the last. And, whether it be a matter of in¬ 
dividual personality or national character, 
most interviewed agreed 1977 promises to be 
even better. Some excerpts from con¬ 
versations around town: 

"If Ford doesn’t know, how the hell should 
I know?” said shopkeeper Jack Chitel. 

"It’s going to be a great year,” com¬ 
mented Continental Cow manager Bob 
Perham. He based his opinion, he said, on the 
attitude of consumers, who have more money 
to spend — or are more inclined to spend what 
they have. 

Joan Blank, who along with her husband 
runs the Jokens Card Gallery, said she is 
"optimistic” about the new year.

Baskin-Robbins manager Len Davis said 
he was looking forward to a "busier” year. 

"This year has been good, and I think we’ll 
do very well in 1977,” was the assessment 
offered by Stationer Ken Henderson, who 
based his judgment more on his own desire 
to expand business,"rather than on any 
particular consumer attitude. 

"If one half of Jimmy Carter’s promises 
are kept, we’ll have a good year,” says 
clothier George Peters of Arlenes. He too said 
’76 had been a good year, and added he felt 
things were more likely to get better than 
worse in 1977. 

A few of the merchants had some com¬ 
plaints about the attitude of the town towards 
business. One criticized the town government 
for not removing snow from the sidewalks 
after storms; not providing enough lighting 
for evening shoppers: and not keeping crowds 
of youths from congregating along the 
sidewalks and in stores around the square. 

"The town is indifferent to business,” said 
another shopkeeper, who said the town had 
never done much to encourage new business 
which might serve to draw potential 
customers to the center. Nonetheless, those 
who were critical thought the outlook for 1977 
was bright.

$256,000,000 to countless 
thousands of Massachusetts 
Students. 

The HELP organization is 
in active co-operation with 
the U.S. Office of Education, 
the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts education 
agencies and the State 
Attorney General’s office.

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SCHOOL VACATION SPECIAL — We were fortunate to be able to get 20 twin-bedded rooms at Bermuda's 
Hotel Inverurie, and 40 seats on nonstop American Airlines flighLs, for the February School Vacation week. As 
of now, the only way to book Bermuda for this period is by buying a package such as this; all space on flights 
and even most hotels is sold out or under allotment to tour operators such as ourselves. We think this is an 
especially good package, at an outstanding price, and we’re sure you’ll agree. Don’t worry about being herded 
about as part of a big group — group travel applies only to the flights (and, even on your own. don't the airlines 
always herd you about?) — for the rest, you’re on your own, and as free as a bird to do what you will, from the 
time you reach Bermuda until you leave.

CRUISES FROM BOSTON — Boston cruise sailings are becoming fewer and fewer — we know of 
only 4 for all of 1977. All are on ships of the Carnival Cruise Line, a Miami-based company that’s 
American-owned and operated (the vessels are registered in Panama, for tax purposes.) Two Spring 
cruises to Bermuda, each 7 days, leave May 3 and again May 10 aboard the CARNIVALE. This was 
the Greek Liner QUEEN ANNA MARIA, but those who sailed on her under that name will do a 
double-take when they see her today, after a multi-million dollar refit. FTior to Greek Line service, 
she was the Canadian-Pacific Liner EMPRESS OF ENGLAND. Fares on these 7-day cruises start at 
$435. 

Two Fall cruises will be aboard the Line’s flagship MARDI GRAS, the former (’anadian-Pacific 
Liner EMPRESS OF CANADA, at least as attractive as her slightly smaller running male. The Sept. 

7 Bermuda cruise is 6 days; the Sept. 13 cruise, 7 days. Fares from $435 for the 7-day cruise, $375 for 
the 6-day. 

Last September, we had a special package on the MARDI GRAS’s September Bermuda cruise from 
Boston; our small party came back so delighted with the ship that for 1977 we are asing the May 10 
CARNIVALE and the Sept. 7 MARDI GRAS cruises for two other special packages. On each, we hold 
control of what we consider "best buy” space for budget travelers: inside cabins with 2 lower beds 
(on CARNIVALE, $525; MARDI GRAS, $435) and outside cabins with 2 lowers (CARNIVALE, $575; 
MARDI GRAS, $475). All cabins on both ships have private shower and toilet. If you prefer other 
types of cabins, from minimum to deluxe, we can also provide it, subject to availability. The cabins 
mentioned above, however, are under direct allotment to us, and we control them. IMPORTANT: as 
an added bonus, on these two sailings we provide you with transfer from our office to the pier on 
sailing day, and from the pier after clearing customs on your return, in deluxe long-distance busses. 

CARIBBEAN CRUISES — Right now, the most attractive winter Caribbean cruises are those sailing from 
Florida ports, because they give you "Instant Caribbean” —no sailing past Cape Hatteras in stormy weather, 
as can sometimes happen. From Miami, you have a day or two of sailing until you enter the Caribbean, 
another day or so homeward bound — important rest time, since in the Caribbean, there may be a new port 
every day. Invariably, these cruises offer "air-sea” rates which includes the air fare from Boston to Miami 
and back. You must fly to Miami on sailing day (you may not fly down earlier), but at the end of the cruise you 
may stopover in Florida for some days before flying home. You can even stop over elsewhere in Florida 
(Tampa, Orlando, Jacksonville, etc.) for an extra $5. 

There are several lines and a number of ships providing this service. Not all are equal. We particularly 
recommend 4 ships, of 2 different lines. Two are owned by Sitmar, a company that has built an enviable 
reputation in luxury cruises with its two identical sister-ships, FAIRWIND and FAIRSEA. Reports on their 
food and service from former passengers'amount to rave notices. Italian crew, ContinenUil-American cuisine, 
a bubbling atmosphere from boarding to landing. The other line is a newcomer. Monarch Cruises, but don’t let 
this put you off; this company is owned by Holland America Cruises, and its two sleek luxury liners, 
MONARCH SUN and MONARCH STAR, were Holland-America’s VEENDAM and VOLENDAM (the former 
ARGENTINA and BRASIL) recently refurbished at the cost of several millions each. I personally rate these 
four ships as the best sailing from Florida ports on a year-round basis. The ships of most other lines may be as 
new (some are even newer) but all feature tiny cabins in which you’d have a hard time trying to swing a cat 
(and may the ASPCA get after you if you do!) 


CHARTER FLIGHT VACATIONS — You’ve read about these newfangled charters. I’m sure. They are 
replacing the affinity charters which required membership in a club or other group for at least 6 months prior 
to travel, and which were so inexpensive that they tempted otherwise honest people to flout tlie law and book 
trips for which they were not eligible, sometimes with the unhappy effect of causing the cancellation of the 
entire trip, causing hardship to all. The new charters lack the affinity requirement, are open to all, and should 
be booked through your travel agent, if only because there are so many of them that it may be hard for you to 
pick the right one, particularly since not all are run by companies we consider reliable. These charters are for 
the most part the O.T.C. (One Stop Tour Charter) and the A.B.C. (Advance Booking Charter). With both, you 
must book well in advance, usually 60 days. On an O.T.C., you must also buy a land tour to qualify for the low- 
cost flight; regulations do not require this on an A.B.C., but often the charterer-touroperalor will tie the flights 
to land tours and may or may not just sell you the air travel, depending on how well the bookings are going. 


Literature for these tours can be hard to come by (usually, one-sided fliers with sketchy information; their low 
price makes publishing expensive color folders prohibitive), so tell us where and when you’d like to go, and 
we’ll see what we can come up with for you. There are some excellent and reasonable 1-week jxickages using 
these fares which fly you to such exotic destinations as Cancun, Acapulco, Curacao, St. Maarten, Puerto Rico, 
Jamaica and a host of other winter resort destinations. We are not sure of the reliability of all the tour 
operators now promoting such packages, and unless you specifically want to book on a particular package you 
have heard about (in which case we’ll oblige you), we prefer to give out information only on those companies 
known to us as having solid reputations. 

One such is Arthur Frommer, the man who founded the now long-gone $5-a-Day Tours (..and where can you go 
today for $5, outside of a bus trip to Nantasket in mid-winter?) This winter, Frommer offers a l-week package 
to the deliciously warm Dutch islands just off the coast of Venezuela — the so-called ‘ABC Islands" of Aruba, 
Bonaire and Curacao, at prices starting from $349. This includes nonstop flight Boston to destination and 
return, 7 nights accommodation in excellent hotels and many extras such as free use of the hotel’s tennis 
courts, discount coupons to many fine shops (and in these islands, the duty-free shopping is fabulous), 
discounts on sightseeing, and many other goodies. 

WE’VE COMPUTERIZED! In an effort to give our clients the quickest and most complete service, 
we are now on the TRAV-L-DEX computer system. With it, it is a matter of seconds as a rule, a few 
minutes at most, while we research the computer’s memory hanks to locate the tour package best 
suited to your departure date, vacation time, and budget. It’s just another step in trying to give you 
complete service at all times. 

EUROPE 1977 — Many of the European tour operators have yet to publish their tour programs in the usual 
elaborate (and horribly expensive) color tour books for the 1977 season, while waiting for lATA (the con¬ 
ference of international airlines) to make up its mind on 1977 trans-Atlantic air fares. Meanwhile, our guess is 
that next summer you will see O.T.C. and A.B.C. tour programs to Europe at very attractive prices. 

ATTENTION, SKI BUMS — There are a number of interesting ski packages, to both Rocky Mountain 
and European destinations; the trouble with many of them, when this reaches you, is that w-ith 60-day 
advance booking the rule, December 18th would have been the last possible date to book the School 
Winter Vacation Week. One good package, which uses the 30-day excursion fare (which requires 
advance booking of only 14 days) is Crimson Travel’s SKI LAKE TAHOE piickage, leaving Boston for 
Reno on Feb. 20, returning on Feb. 27, for $499.

Coors Beer and Bloody Marys on the bus from airport to hotel. 7 niglits lodging at Lake TahtK*’.s The 
Waystation, just 5 mins.' from Heavenly Valley. 6 days of lift tickets interchangeable at Heavenly 
Valley, Alpine Meadows, Ski Incline, Kirkwood, Norlhstar-at-Tahoe, or Squaw Valley (the package 
includes free transportation to Heavenly Valley only, but there’s good kK'al bus service to all other 
ski areas.) And many other goodies, including all tips-taxes on the services included

Training (P.E.T.) course will 
be offered again at the First 
Congregational Church, by 
P.E.T. instructors Carolyn 
Tiffany and Paul Forgetta. 
This basic course for parents 
started by Dr. Gordon, a 
psychologist, in 1962, is a 
nationwide prgram to give 
mothers and fathers the skills 
they need for the world’s 
toughest job — parenthood. 

In this ten-session course 
parents will learn the skills 
necessary to raise children 
who are responsible, con¬ 
siderate, happy, and in¬ 
dependent. As parents learn 
ways to raise self-esteem 
they also learn how to listen 
to children’s feelings and how 
to express their own feelings 
in a non-damaging way as 
they attempt to change 
unacceptable behavior. 
Finally problem solving 
where no one “loses" is in¬ 
troduced in an effort to 
reduce conflict in the home. 

The focus of P.E.T. is 
educative rather than 
theiPapuetic; through a 
carefully designed program 
of in class learning and at 
home practice, parents begin 
to become more familiar with 
the new skills of com¬ 
munication. Many parents 
quickly realize that these 
skills are applicable to any 
kind of relationship. Since 
1962 over a quarter of a 
million parents have been 
trained through P.E.T. 
courses which have been 
enthusiastically endorsed by 
churches, schools, nurseries, 
YMCA’S and many social 
agencies.

If thciT wei'e such a thing as platform 
tennis shoes it’s concievable that the Sachem 
girls basketball team could have beaten 
Reading last Thursday. But, since there isn’t, 
and because Reading clearly had a decisive 
height advantage Winchester suffered its 
initial defeat of the .season, 57-45 to the 
Rockets. 

In a furious fourth quarter comeback by 
the Sachems, during which they scored a 
phenomenal 22 points, it was the Reading 
center and forwards who finally broke the 
camel’s back.

For the second consecutive game 
.sophomore Linda Pierce was a standout. She 
contributed 8 of the Sachems 22 final period 
points including a pair of free throws that 
pulled Winchester to within 9 again. Guard 
Kelly Gately also thrived on the pressure with 
8 points of her own in the fourth quarter. 
Included among these points was a

Tricia Welch (who played an agress.ve 
game and was an integral part of the last 
ditch comeback) hit a free throw, and Gately 
followed with her steal and layup to cut the 
lead to 45-.37. But, you guessed it...Hancock hit 
yet another key shot to boost the Rockety lead 
to 10. 

Reading then salted it away with an 8-2 
burst with 3 minutes left. Sheryl Hall (11 pts.) 
made a strong move to the hoop, and then 
after a Cullen bucket for the Sachems, center 
Jane Peterson clinched the victory with two 
straight scores, as Reading pulled to a 55-39 
lead. 

The remainder was just window-dressing 
as Winchester outscored Reading 6-2 in the 
final minute. Unfortunately for the Sachems 
(heir strong finish couldn’t offset a weak 
beginning in which their period scoring totals 
were 8,8 and 7. In comparison Reading broke 
double figures in every quarter. 


Once again Winchester was victorious, but 
this time by the smallest of margins. Lauren 
Cummings had the highest Sachem score, - 
5.15, but Stoneham’s Patti Smith matched 
that. Cindy Blanch marked up a 5.05 despite a 
fit of laughter brought on by an out-of-the-blue 
PA announcement.

In the next event, the vault, Liz Fudge and 
Laurie Vincent both scored over 7 as Win- 
c’:ester outpointed the Spartans 21.1 to 18.6 
Laurie marked up a 7.5, Liz 7.05, and Peggy 
McCabe recieved a 6.55. Joan Cataldo was the 
high scorer for Stoneham with a 6.6. With one 
event to go the Sachems had all but wrapped 
up their second victory in three tries, and first 
win in the Middlesex League. 


Strong performances in the floor exercises 
by Terri Allard (6.6), Laurie Vincent (6.4) 
and Liz Fudge (6.0) just managed to offset a 
strong showing by Stoneham’s Paula Mur¬ 
phy, who got the highest mark with a 6.8, and 
Nancy Adams (6.4). The next best score for 
Stoneham however was a 5.05 by Joanne 
McNulty.

Scott .Swanson, w'ho did a fine job as (he 
third guard all night, (Donell Jones, the 
regular starter was home in North Carolina) 
added 4 points to the Sachem total on free 
throws, and Bob Brosnan, who played an 
outstanding game for the JV’s. hit 2 more 
charity tosses to finish off the 20-point win. 
Although he didn’t score, sophomore Gary 
'Pedesco did an admirable job as (he sixth 
man. and Pearl, who also didn’t score, played 
a heady floor game with 8 assists. 

Stoneham. which went into the game with 
a 3-0 record (one has to wonder who it was 
they played) looked, quite frankly, terrible. 
'Phe .Sachem defense played a stellar game, 
granted, but the threat of an outside shot was 
non-existent. 

The manner in wheih Winchester took 
advantage of Stoneham's shortcomings and 
then poured up the points must have been a 
pleasant sight lo Coach “Doc” Wheeler. He 
was able to see everyone in action, try out 
different things (a stall and a press), and 
.savor a win before the game was over. There 
might not be too many more like it this year.

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Riiiuners shocked 
by Rocket blast 


A stagnant first half offense did in the 
Sachems last Thursday, as the Heading 
Rockets walked off with a convincing 64-54 
win at the high school A combination of some 
outstanding outside shooting by Reading and 
atrocious marksmanship by the local squad 
keyed the upset loss. 

Reading forward John Blackett turned out 
to be the villain, pouring in 21 points, most of 
those on 20-foot jump shots. Sachem Bobby 
McCabe tied for game-high honors as he also 
registered 21. but by the time the rest of the 
Winchester squad started to heat up it was a 
case of too little too late. 

The Rockets broke in front 6-0 on suc¬ 
cessive jumpers by Blackett and Mike 
Brigida and a layup by center Charlie 
Heineck. Winchester made a brief surge that 
closed the gap to 8-7 when McCabe scored on a 
layup and then connected on a free throw, but 
a Blackett bomb and a layup by Jay Brigida 
increased the lead to 5 points as the first 
quarter ended. 

In the second period Reading broke aw'ay 
for good. Blackett poured in 6 points to lead a 
balanced Rocket attack, while Winchester 
was held to 8 points in the quarter. Not really 
held, it was more like a case of self-inflicted 
damage. 

McCabe scored 6 of those tallies on a pair 
of tipins and a couple free throws. Donell 
Jones added the other two on some more 
charity tosses. As the half closed the Sachems 
had scored four baskets. McCabe’s 3 and a 
Tim Powers first-period layup. Reading went 
into the locker room with a 27-15 lead. 

In the third quarter Winchester managed 
to break out of its doldrums. Sparked by some 
smart play by forward Jim Burns, who 
continually made great passes in to McCabe 
for easy hoops, the Sachems scored 16 points. 
But Reading held their own with 15, and the 
home squad had only cut a point off the huge 
Rocket lead. 

Three straight Sachem hoops near the end 
of the quarter, a McCabe turn-around in the 
lane and a pair of buckets by Powers, had the 
lead down to 9, but a pair of free throws by 
Jim Campbell made the score 42-31 after 
three stanzas. It all came down to the final, 
frantic, fourth quarter. 

A Jones jumper and a pair of free throws 
by McCabe to start the period gave new hope 
to the partisan Sachem fans. But Blackett on 
successive trips down court hit 10-footers to 
offset those Winchester tallies. 

Twice more Winchester ripped off four- 
point bursts only to be repelled by clutch 
Reading hoops, including three straight by 
Campbell. Jones hit three straight for the 
Sachems, but unfortunately the second and 
third came between a 9-point run by the 
Rockets which put it on ice. 

Campbell hit a layup, Heineck converted 
on two free throws, Blackett scored the next 
five points on a layup and three free throws as 
Winchester found itself buried in the Rocket 
landslide, 59-45. During that agonizing stretch 
Winchester mysteriously forgot about 
McCabe. The big guy had made it an 
established fact that he could score against - 
Reading’s Heineck (whoeventually fouled out 
trying to cover Robert) but the rest of the 
squad neglected him and forced up wild 
jumpers instead. 

For the second straight game Winchester 
got nothing in the way of points from starting 
forward Rick Pearl, and his partner Jim 
Burns didn’t score either. But Burns perhaps 
was the person least to be criticized, as in¬ 
stead of firing at will, he made it a point to 
feed McCabe. 

The bench was cleared by coach Doc 
Wheeler after a Tom Darcy field goal made it 
62-47. Some impressive performances were 
turned in by Jack Nolan and Scott Swanson

New auto sales 
regulations in effect 


Attorney General Francis 
X. Bellotti this week 
promulgated a series of 
strong rules and regulations 
dealing with the repair, sale 
and manufacture of 
automobiles. 

The regulations range 
from requiring all repair 
shops to make only necessary 
and authorized repairs, and 
to return upon request 
replaced parts, to specifying 
what is an unfair and 
deceptive practice in the .sale 
and purcha.se of automobiles. 

The rules and regulations, 
promulgated under the 
Consumer Protection Act, 
are the result of a study by 
the Department of the 
Attorney General. They were 
drafted by a 14-member 
committee on automobiles 
appointed by Bellotti> The 
Department of the Attorney 
General held hearings on the 
rules and regulations in 
Boston and Springfield. 

“The purchase and repair 
of automobiles represents the 
largest category of com¬ 
plaints received by my

Fallon wonh run again for 

school board; Dunbar will 
seek selectman reelection 


The lilt of perBons neeking election to 
town-wide cjfflce is slowly expanding with the 
addition of Arthur E. Dunbar, seeking 
another term as oelectman, and Gerard P. 
Donahoe looking to run for reelection as 
Winchester’s representative to the Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational High 
School. 

Cathy Fallon has announced that she will 
not be a candidate for reelection to the school 
committee. 

In speaking with The Star, Mrs. Fallon 
said, “It was a difficult decision to reach and 
took months of deliberation.” 

She cited the need for “new names” 
although at the same time she is “a believer 
in serving two terms.” 

Mrs9 Fallon said, “It’s hard to be saying 
no at this time, but as I look at the com¬ 
mitment, I realize I couldn’t sustain it for six 
years. 

“Six years is too long though the continuity 
is valuable for the town.” 

The announcements by both Mary Pronski 
and Cathy Fallon that they will not run again, 
will be felt with the greatest impact by those 
concerned with the closing of the Wyman 
School. 

Both women voted to close the school when 
that decision came to a vote December 13. 


As expected, John J. Sullivan took out 
nomination papers to run for town moderator, 
leaving his seat on the board of selectmen 
vacant after serving nine years. 

So far, no one has taken out papers to run 
for one of the two seats open on the school 
committee. Chairlady Mary Pronski has said 
that she will not seek relection. 

Two more persons are seeking to run for 
town meeting member. Ann M. Smith, 9 
Holland st. in district 2, and James A. 
Bowers, Jr., 60 Franklin st., in district 4 took 
out their papers on January 7. 

Fifty certified signatures are required for 
a candidate to run for a town-wide office. 
Potential town meeting members need ten 
signatures. 

Vacancies to be filled in this year’s 
ejection are the following: 

Two school committee members for three 
year terms; two selectmen for three years; 
one member of the board of assessors; one 
member of the board of health for three 
years; two library trustees to serve for three 
years; 

Also, one planning l)oard member for a 
five-year term; one Winchester Housing 
Authority member for five years; and one 
representative to the Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational .School for four years.

Town digs out from major 
snow, ice, rain storms; 
schools closed for days 


Winchester Wednesday morning was still 
digging out and mopping up after one of the 
worst storms in New England’s recorded 
history left two feet of snow and ice on tlic 
town. 

Power failures, fallen trees, flooded 
streets and basements, and school can¬ 
cellations were of secondary importance in 
light of the two-alarm fire at 10 Thornbcrry 
rd. Friday night just as the storm wa» 
reaching its height. 

According to Fire Chief Robert W. 
McElhinney, the house and contents were 
completely destroyed. No one was in the 
house at the time. 

Police Chief John P. McHugh reported to 
The Star Wednesday that his department 
received hundreds of calls concerning school 
closings, fallen trees, and power failures over 
the weekend. 

Power was out for four hours in the west 
side area bounded by Pond, Cambridge, and 
Church street Grove street and Canterbury 
road were also without electricity, as were 
South Border road. Forest circle and Dana 
avenue. 

In all, the chief said, 200 calls were made 
by his department to the Edison Company. 

In several instances, trees fallen from the 
weight of snow and ice blocked streets and 
knocked down utility poles. 

Wildwood street, Jefferson road, and 
Oneida road were all blocked and in isolated 
instances trees in yards fell on wires, cutting 
power and telephone service. 

Chief McHugh said police set up a shuttle 
service to and from Winchester Hospital to 
assist doctors and nurses in getting to work. 
There were .several ambulance calls, the 
chief said, but few serious incidents. 

Minor skidding accidents all over town 
caused some minor damage to cars, but little 
personal injury, he said. 

Drivers had to contend not only with 
treacherously icy streets but also with traffic 
lights wiped out by snow and ice. 

The warming temperatures Monday 
caused flooding problems where before there 
liad been snow and ice difficulties. 

Chief McHugh reported flooding, some of 
it extensive, at Bacon street. Nelson Btroet 
(where three feet of water was reported), 
Arlington street. Forest and Chisholm, and 
Garfield avenue. 

Traffic on Mt. Vernon street was closed 
while firemen cleared tlie catch basin in front 
of Town Hall. Cross street under the bridge 
was flooded for several hours and Main street 
from Woburn to Boodakian’s carried water 
from Winchester as well as from Woburn. 

According to Chief McHugh, that one drain 
receives all the spill-over from Woburn in the 
vicinity of the Choate Memorial HospiUd. 

For the third day in a row, schools were 
closed, but icy conditions made it difficult, 
and in some cases, dangerous, to go outside to 
play in the snow. 

Businesses closed early Monday and in 
some instances never even opened in the 
morning. 

It was, in Chief McHugh’s words, “a truly 
difficult weekend.” With more snow forecast 
for tomorrow, we may be in for another 
difficult weekend.

Cost thus far 

The two major .storms of last weekend 
added another 24 inches of snow and ice 
to the town’s already covered streets. 

Director of Public Works Walter 
Tonaszuck told The Star at noon Wed- 
iiesday that the town is still well within 
the budgeted figures for snow and ice 
removal. 

Figures on the storms from January 7 
through midnight January 11 are: 

$22,(100 for contractor!. 

$22,000 for overtime. 

500 tons of salt for a cost of $0000. 

620 tons of sand, at a cost of $1000. 

Of a total $212,000 budgeted for snow 
and ice removal, the town has so far 
spent $98,000 for all storms this winter.

Two-alarm fire destroys house 
Friday as blizzard howls here 


Firefighters hampered by howling winds 
and slinging snow in blizzard-like conditions, 
fought to save a dwelling at 10 Thornl>erTy 
rd., early Friday night, but lost to the storm. 
Tlie house was entirely destroyed 

The house, belonging to Anthony Valenti, 
was empty at the time the fire was reported at 
6:45 p.m., according to Fire Chief Robert W'. 
McElhinney. Valenti and his four daughters 
had left the house at 2:30 that afternoon, he 
said. The box on Thornberrv road was pulled 
at 6:45. 

The fire is under investigation and the 
.Slate fire Marshall’.s office has been con 
tacted. In spile of the snow storm and high 
winds. Chief McElhinney said that his 
department had no problem climbing the hill 
to the house. 

The house was completely on fire when the 
department arrived, (’hief McElhinney said 
that flames were coming from the windows 
and that every room in the house showed 
evidence of fire. A station wagon in the 
garage was completely destroyed. The house 
was a complete loss. 

Oil burner motors overheated in .several 


homes, keeping the fire department busy 
during the storm of this past weekend. 

On January 8. firefighters responded to o 
call of smoke in the cellar of 11 Cabot st. An 
overheated motor was responsible, according 
to f’hief McElhinney, 

The next day the department went to 33 
.Sheridan circle for an odor of gas; to 8 Grant 
rd. where they removed a wall oven which 
was faulty; and to .503 Washington st. where 
there was a short circuit in a heating pad. 
They administered oxygen to Mrs. Lena 
U)ru.sso who was overcome when her heating 
pad shorted. 

On January 10. the department used a 
smoke ejector for 25 minutes after the oil 
burner at II Vale st. overheated at 4:05 a.m. 

Also on Monday, they received a call from 
Haskin-Kobbins qn Main street to tape a 
window which had been struck by a town 
sidewalk snow remover. 

On January 4 and 5. Winchester responded 
to mutual aid calls from Woburn. The 
department was in that city two hours on 
Tuesday and four hours on Wednesday.

Redistrictingrmnchester trill remain whole with some of the precincts of Stoneham added 


Beginning in January, 1979, Winchester’s 
state representative will represent not only 
this town, but four precincts in neighboring 
Stoneham as well, if the recently-submitted 
redistricting proposal, announced by Rep 
George Keverian, chairman of the special 
joint committee on redistricting, wins ap¬ 
proval of the Legislature and is signed into 
law by the governor. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh was one of 15 
House members named by House Speaker 
Thomas Magee to .scn-e on the special joint 
committee which included six senators. The 
big task confronting that committee was to 
reduce the House districts from 240 to 160 in 
accordance with the constitutional amend¬ 
ment approved by the electorate in the 1974 
election. 

Each district had to be drawn to provide 
for the represenation of approximately 36,000 
citirens who were tabulate in the official 1975 


state census of wards .and precincts in all 
cities and towns of the commonwealth. 

Since Winchester’s official population is 
only 22,672, it was necessary to combine the 
town as a whole with some contiguous 
districts, or to cut it up and enable adjacent 
communities to add precincts to their core 
population. 

Under the proposal Winchester would 
remain whole. But Stoneham would have 
precincts one, two, three and four added to 
the new 34th Middlesex district which in¬ 
cludes Winchester, whereas precincts five 
and six would be included in the 35th Mid¬ 
dlesex district along with the entire City of 
Melrose. 

The new boundary lines would necessitate 
a run-off between Rep. Saltmarsh and Rep. 
Paul Means of Stoneham who immediately 
voiced his objections to the plan. 

Means claimed that the present 


redistricting plan as announced by Keverian 
shows a clear pattern of discrimination 
against a number of House members who are 
not part of the leadership clique on Beacon 
Hill. “I am going to urge my colleagues to 
vote down this plan when it reaches the floor 
of the House,” he said. 

Means, a Democrat, is serving his second 
term in the House as is Saltmarsh, who is one 
of only 43 Republicans who comprise about 18 
percent of the House membership. 

The 240-district system has existed in the 
state since 1858, although district lines have 
been changed frequently in accordance with 
the state constitutional provision calling for a 
redistricting every 10 years. The last partial 
redistricting was carried out in 1973. 


Middlesex County will have its total 
representation reduced from 59 to 39; Essex 
from 27 to 17; Suffolk from 31 to 21 and 
Worcester from 27 to 17. Once the new 
districts take effect on January 1, 1979, they 
will remain unchanged for 10 years. 

Hearings on the proposed new districts 
will be held throughout the state starting 
today on Cape Cod, when citizens will have an 
opportunity to air their opinions regarding the 
plan before the joint committee on 
redistricting. 

"Whatever the final outcome,” Rep. 
Keverian stated, "the final product cannot be 
substantially altered because we arc dealing 
with the finality of hard numbers. Eighty 
districts must go. Period.” 


A house in order 


Although this is the first time in more 
than a century Massachusetts voters 
have decided to reduce House mem¬ 
bership, it is far from the first time an 
effort has been made to achieve optimal 
representation in the commonwealth. 

When the House was first established 
in 1780, there were 296 representatives 
assembled. Membership was reduced to 
179 the following year and to 131 in 1782.

But by 1811, political tninking seemed to 
hold that "the more, the better” and 
membership swelled to 717. 

When the nation was embroiled in the 
War of 1812, the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives reached its all-time 
high of 748 members. Prior to the long- 
accepted 240-district set-up which has 
endured since 1858, House seats num¬ 
bered 357. ^ 

Since the (Jeneral Court is considered 
an instrument of the people of 
Massachusetts, its size is determined by 
the whims and demands of the elec¬ 
torate. It remains to be seen if some of 
those who were in the forefront of the 
recent movement to reduce the numbers 
in the House will have second thoughts, 
especially if they stand to lose a 
representative from the community 
where they reside. 

But for better or for worse, the 
electorate has spoken. When the smoke 
of political battle clears away at the end 
of 1978, there will be 80 fewer state 
representatives in the Commonwealth 
and that is a situation that will prevaU for 
at least the next ten years.

The Fells alert 


It's an old saw. to be sure, and it probably cuts dull as a hoe handle, but 
it is nevertheless true that “eternal vigilance is the price of liberty.” 

In this case we refer to the story in today's Star by guest columnist 
Charles H. Carlson, who has been long active in the Friends of the Mid¬ 
dlesex Fells. Inc., a group of citizens with the common interest of 
preserving the Middlesex Fells Reservation in its natural state. 

The liberty in the Fells woodland area is the freedom from en¬ 
croachment into and upon it by those who would purport to be acting in 
the public interest, but who aren’t, really. That liberty is also the freedom 
of all citizens to use that area in the natural state for their enjoyment 
under permitted uses. 

This is the sole aim of the Friends and other environmental protection 
and conservation groups who have joined them. 

Through their vigilance they have enabled The Star to bring to the 
attention of the public and the legislature, including Winchester’s Rep. 
Sherman H. Saltmarsh, Jr., the attempt by the MDC to push through the 
so-called “six-million dollar pipeline” last fall. As a result, the bill was 
headed off at the pass, so to speak. The “pass” in this case was the State 
House, where a last-minute attempt to put it through was thwarted by Mr. 
Saltmarsh. who succeeded in keeping it off the calendar as the legislature 
made the final thrust toward prorogation. 

But that does not mean the end of it. 

Mr. Carlson in his carefully-researched and well-written guest column 
in today’s Star, lists the background not only of the pipeline phase but also 
the dump site problems, and the fact that the attorney general’s office is 
now' conducting an investigation. 

While the attorney general’s attention will apparently focus on the 
alleged dump site violations, it might be well for his staff to take a look at 
the pipeline, too. They can use the column in today’s Star, or we will give 
them an update from our records from which to launch their probe. 

In reading Mr. Carlson’s column, you will note that towns the MDC 
said considered the pipeline a crisis situation did in fact change their 
minds about the whole idea and w'ould just as soon forget it entirely, 
apparently because they are not in the emergency posture that the MDC 
w'ould have had us believe. 

As far as we can see from the evidence thus far offered, the only ad¬ 
vantage to the “six-million-dollar pipeline” would be to contractors who 
would benefit substantially financially from its construction. 

We urge the Friends and their “friends” of sympathetic citizen ac¬ 
tivist groups to continue their vigilance. For if they don’t, just as sure as 
there’s snow on the ground, the MDC will be pushing for that pipeline 
again soon. J.R.S.

There’s a notice in today’s Star from Fire Chief Robert Mcllhinney to 
residents to shovel out the fire hydrants around their homes.

Capricious 

EDITOK OE THE STAR: 

The recent action taken by the school 
committee to close Wyman School is unfair, 
unjust and capricious. 

It is unfair to eliminate a neighborhood 
school, thereby destroying an important 
concept in our town. Wyman is centrally 
located in a strictly residental area, easily 
accesible to all children who now attend. This 
will not be the case when Wyman is closed. 

Some children will have to walk a mile or 
more through heavily trafficked streets, so 
that the term “within walking distance,’’ 
especially for the younger children, does not 
apply. Obviously, this has not been seriously 
considered by the school committee, or this 
piirticular action would not have Ixien taken. 

I do feel it to be an injustice to eliminate 
the only school in a neighborhood, whereas in 
another piirt of town there are two schooLi 
within three or four blocks of each other, with 
a third school less than a mile away. Is it 
logical to close a school which is the only one 
in a neighborhood? 

Wyman parents may now exhibit 
militancy, aggressiveness, and a few other 
qualities as described in a previous letter to 
TTieStar. This has been the result of a serious 
number of injustices perpetrated upon 
Wyman parents in the last seven or eight 
years. Wyman parents then should not have 
been passive, ^t should have raised their 
voices loud and clear in a chorus of dissent. 
Perhaps this particular action could then 
have l^en averted. I fear that the time for 
this is past and the srhool committee and the 
Wyman parents could never come and reason 
together. 

Wyman parents are. on the whole, a 
rational lot. If a total plan were unfolded and 
several alternatives proposed regarding 
closing of schools and so forth. I feel that 
Wyman parents would be willing to com¬ 
promise. 

However, since Wyman is the only school 
to be closed at this time, one does get the idea 
that at least one of the members of the school 
committee acted not from a sense of 
(rfjligation to the town as a whole, but purely 
^ut of caprice. This was clearly shown in a 
public statement made by Ms. Pronski, “I do 
not feel responsible to the one-time voters and 
the high-priced neighborhoods of this town.’’ 
'Phis is a most arrogant, biased statement 
from an elected official. 

Perhaps the time may come when can¬ 
didates will have to l)e elected from each 
precinct so that each area would be 
represented. This idea of course, carried to 
conclusion would be ridiculous, so the only 
logical course of action would be to elect 
officials who are as free of bias as possible 
and who have a committment to the town as a 
whole.

Sometimes it takes extraordinary cir¬ 
cumstances to make one realize what ex- 
U'aordinary peace and well-being there can 
l^e in a housefull of children. 

Friday night the power went off and it was 
a blessing in disguise. 

It was sausages by candlelight and long 
talks around the dimmed table. TTie gas stove 
was working and for that we were glad.

The other new feature is a 95-cent system 
pass that will be good for all MBTA services, 
including express bus service, but excluding 
commuter rail service.

Winchester’s Boston & Maine commuters 
will have printed on the back of their monthly 
commuter tickets, a 25-cent rapid transit pass 
lhat will permit them to transfer to the (T) at 
North Station. 

The revised Pass Program, which 
provides unlimited riding for a month in the 
category selected, is scheduled to become 
effective April 1. It is designed to incorporate 
changes suggested by present p.iss holders 
w'ho ashed for a more flexible program with a 
better discount build in. Under the existing 
unlimited riding program, the pass-holder is 
paying the equivalent of 10 round trips per 
month while under the revised program, the 
pass holder will pay the equivalent of only 18 
round trips a month. 

The pass holder also has the option of 
dropping out of the Pass Program during the 
month in which he or she takes a vacation. 

ICrnest Deeb. manager of the Pass 
Program, said: “for the first time, we will 
have a pass for almost everyone from a 25- 
cent bus pass to a 95-cent system pa^. The 
pass is available through employers who 
enroll in the program. The employer deducts 
the money from his employee’s paycheck nnd 
the employee never has to worry about 
having the exact fare for transportation.”

3 The full nature and scene of the in¬ 
vestigation has not been revealed. However, 
Charles Corkin, Director of the Attorney 
General’s Environmental Protection Division 
confirmed that the many dumpsites in the 
Fells, including major sites at Middle Hoad in 
Medford and Whip Hill in Stoneham, are 
cases currently at issue. 

He acknowledged there are a number of 
significant environmental problems in the 
Fells and said'the investigation would involve 
inspections of specific areas. 

“We currently have over 400 cases we’re 
working on,” he said. 

On April 16. 1976. a petition signed by 29 
local residents and rperesentatives of 
regional and national environmental and 
conservation organizations calling for such 
an investigation into conditions in the 
reservation was presented to the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Division. 

Additional documentation of alleged 
illegal diversion of public land in the Fells 
including the dumpsites at Middle road and 
Whip Hill as well as other areas was also 
provided to the Attorney General. 


(C’harles If. (’arlsoii, who resides at 36 
llillcrest parkway, is a vice president of the 
Friends of the .Middlesex Fells. Ine.. and has 
heen active in the fight to preserve the Fells 
woodland areas.) 


The case was assigned that day, according 
to Corkin. 

The Attorney General was asked to in¬ 
vestigate after repeated efforts of local 
citizens and environmental groups over the 
l)ast four years failed to get any action to 
restore and reforest the dumps in their at¬ 
tempts to protect and preserve the Fells. 

In .September Attorney General Bellotti 
was asked in a letter about the status of the 
case. 

One Medford resident who originally 
complained to local officials in 1973 said last 
week his experiences over the pijst few years 
to improve conditions in the Fells have 
dimmed his optimism. 

“1 hope something will be done now but I 
don't have any high hopes. The few gates 
Ihey ve put up are swinging in the wind.” he 
sighed, |X)inting to the open gate at (Quarry 
road by Bellevue Pond in Medford. 

“.Might have something to do with 
politics,” a Dr. ITiomas .Stockinuim theori/(‘d 
out loud. ’‘There are many people around who 
find it difficult to get things done.” 

Stockmann, well-known in hiking circles, 
was just starting out on his first hike along the 
Skyline trail.

Hill resulted in widespread damage to acres 
of public land in the reservation. 

In 1973 Medford residents informed James 
0. Nicholson, Medford city manager, that 
dump trucks were entering the Fells at 
Middle road off South Border road. Their 
complaints were brought to the attention of 
MDC officials. 

John W. Sears, the MDC commissioner 
and former state GOP chairman, responded 
in a letter to Nicholson on Oct. 24,1973: 

“...The following is an explanation and 
report on the MDC agreement with the M. 
DeMatteo Construction Company allowing 
them to dump on a parcel of land off South 
Border road in Medford, while they were 
engaged in a construction project on In¬ 
terstate 1-93. They were allowed to stockpile 
and remove material for that duration. It was 
also agreed that upon termination of their 
contract they would have the area graded and 
covered in a manner as similar as possible to 
its original appearance or better. 

“In turn, the DeMatteo Company rendered 
certain badly-needed services to the MDC. 

“Following a telephone complaint...a 
rL'quoLit was made from this office for an 
in;3pcction and report of the dumping site. 

“It was found that the DeMatteo Company 
wtis complying with the agreement as un¬ 
derstood by the MDC, except for the deum- 
ping of a load of unsuitable material. They 
were requested to remove it. The company 
was also reminded that material only from I- 
93 construction was to be dumped at that site. 

“Our inspector also found, however, that 
someone else had dumped lumber and other 
debris off the road leading into the dumpsite, 
and it was suggested that this road be closed 
to vehicular access except to MDC ^rsonnel 
and the DeMatteo Company. The contract for 
work on 1-93 is expected to continue into the 
spring of 1974...” 

Stockmann bent down, tightened his laces 
and looked earnestly up at Pine Hill then 
smiled confidently. 

Alexandra D. Dawson, director of services 
at The Conservation Law Foundation of New 
England wrote the following opinion at the 
request of environmentalists concerning the 
alleged dumping at Middle road in particular 
and such dumping or other diversion of public 
land in general: 

“According to Amendment Article 97 
added to the Massachusetts Constitution in 
1972, land acquired for the purpose of 
protecting the people’s right to the con¬ 
servation of the natural resources of the 
Commonwealth 'shall not be used for other 
purposes or othenvise disposed of except by 
laws enacted by a 2-3 vote, taken by yeas and 
nay, of each branch of the general court.’ A 
June 1973 Opinion of the attorney general 
makes it clear that this amendment applies to 
lands acquired before 1972, and also to any 
and every kind of disposal or use or other 
purposes. Certainly, even before 1972, the use 
of a public reservation as a dump would have 
required legislative action under the doctrine 
of ‘Prior public use.’ In the case of Robbins v. 
DPW, the Supreme Judicial Court held that a 
special act of the legislature was needed to 
trasnfer MDC land at Fowl meadow to the 
state hi0iway department. 

“Furthermore, under G.L. Chapter 111, 
approval of the state Department of Public 
Health is required for operation of any kind of 


Stockman was looking at his map of the 
Fells he got from MDC Parks and Recreation. 

"Where’s that big highway?” he said. 

"Tliat maps over twenty years old. Look at 
it. ‘Revised 1955.’ Tiiere’ve been a few 
changes," he was told. 

"I hope their last annual report isn’t that 
old," joked Stockman. 

"They always say they don't have enough 
money. Maybe they don’t Itave enough for 
reports either," Stockmann smiled. 

"They should hire more people," thought 
Stockman. "If they don’t have money, how 
can they hire anybody?’’ Stockman dismissed 
such idle speculation and set out for the Fells. 
He turned and waved then resolutely trekked 
into the woods and disappeared. 

The sky wae brighter now, but still snow 
fell. 

Former Attorney General Robert H. Quinn 
wrote to House Speaker David M. Bartley on 
June 6,1973 an opinion of Amendment Article 
97 added to the Massachusetts Constitution, 
which replaced Article 49 in 1972. 

The opinion was rendered in response to 
several questions addressed to Quinn by the 
House of Representatives in House bill 6085 
asking for an interpretation of Article 97. 

The Attorney General interpreted the 
article broadly to cover acquisitions made 
before 1972 and to cover leases, and con¬ 
sidered it a codification of the doctrine of 
prior public use: 

"The proposed amendment to the Con¬ 
stitution was agreed to by the majority of the 
members of the Senate and the House of 
Representatives, in joint session, on August 5, 
1969, and again on May 12, 1971, and became 
part of the Constitution by approval by the 
voters at the state election next following, on 
November 1972... 

“Examination of our constitutional history 
firmly establishes that the two-thirds roll-call 
vote requirement applies to public lands 
wherever taken or acquired... 

"In short. Article 97 seeks to prevent 
government from ill-considered misuse or 
other disposition of public lands and interests 
held for conservation, development or 
utilization of natural resources. If land is 
misused a portion of the public’s natural 
resources may be forever lost, and no less so 
than by outright transfer. Article 97 thus 
provides a new range of protection for public 
lands far beyond existing law and much to the 
benefit of our natural resources and to the 
credit of our citizens.’’ 

"Stockman, half way up Pine Hill, slop¬ 
ped, brushed the snow from his eyes, looked 
toward the Boston Skyline not fully visible on 
the horizon then set out again for Wright’s, 
lower.

'dumping ground for refuse,’ including 
nibbish. 

“Finally, disposal of any kind of fill 
whatsoever in or within 100 feet of a wetland 
or stream, whether done by a private party or 
by a state agency, requires an Order of 
Conditions under the state ‘wetlands 
protection act’, G.L. Ch. 131, s. 40. 

"In additon to these evident violations of 
state law, it is probable that the oj^ration 
contravenes the MDC’s own regulations for 
operation of its reservations, with reference 
to clearing, cutting, dumping and filling of 
wetlands.’’ 

The common law doctrine of “prior public 
use’’ mandates that “Lands devoted to one 
public use cannot be diverted to another in¬ 
consistent public use without plain and ex¬ 
plicit legislation authorizing the diversion.” 

Robbins v. DPW (1969) required that such 
legislation must specifically identify the land 
and state the existing use and proposed new 
use. 

The Middlesex Fells was one area set aside 
by the sate with the creation of the 
Metropolitan Parks Commission in 1897. 

The Fells or Five Mile Wood was 
preserved largely by the efforts of Elizur 
Wright of Medford and the old Middlesex 
Fells /\ssociation with help from the Ap- 
p^dachian Mountain Club and others. 

Many acres of the original reservation 
have been taken over the years and diverted 
the other uses. 


William J. Byrne of Winchester, who was 
appointed by Gov. Michael S. Dukakis that 
month. 

The petition requested that the MDC 
restore the Middle road site to its natural 
condition. 

Commissioner Byrne replied in a letter 
May 1, 1975 that he would "personally follow 
through on the matter of the ‘dumpsite’ off 
Middle road...,” and added: 

"Sometimes,...we postpone practical 
problem-solving in favor of prolonged legal 
maneuvering. Whether DeMatteo Company 
failed to honor an agreement with the MDC is 
now not as important as our finding a way to 
quickly bring the land back to a natural, 
productive state. To that end we will research 
all methods available (including cooperation 
with DeMatteo Company) to correct the 
problem and simultaneously conduct an 
inquiry into the circumstance preceding and 
following the dumping. 

"If we do not foresee a rapid solution 
forthcoming, we are prepared to use very 
legal means at our disposal to force com¬ 
pliance with the agreement. I recognize the 
great responsibility we lx;ar for protection 
and maintenance of our parks and natural 
resources and do not intend to compromise 
that charge.” 

Byrne said in a subsequent meeting with 
members of the F'riends of the Middle.sex 
Fells, that restoration and preservation of the 
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I'ells would be a "HIGH I’HIOHITY" OF 
THE MDC. He set no specific dates, however. 

Byrne was fired in June after less than 
three months in office. 

Dukakis named John Snedeker new 
commissioner of the MDC. 

Stoi-kinanii reachtMl Wright’s tower, 
paused to catch his hreath. lit* saw cars and 
(rucks, sotne headlights on, zipping back and 
forth on Interstate Route !I3 despite the snow . 
Boston was obscured by tin* smiw and over¬ 
cast conditions with only a few lights barely 
flickering. 

Turning to set out again, he sli|)ped, fell 
and cut his hand slightly. 

‘Must he some ice under the snow, he 
thought. It's sure not snowing glass. 

He stood up and headed out again. 

Looking dow n he saw a w recked, burnt car 
near the foot of the hill. 

That guy sure took a wn)ng turn, he 
mused. 

On July 23 of that year Snedeker reiterated 
Byrne’s commitment to restore the areas in 
the Middlesex Fells at Middle road and other 
(lumpsites meeting in his office at 20 
Somerset st. in Boston with representatives of 
the Friends of the Middlesex Fells and the 
Con.servation Law Foundation" 

Snedeker said the .MD(^ had received 
complaints of dumps at other reservations 
including Breaklieart in Saugus and the Blue 
Hills in Canton and other MDC reservations. 

"Given the amount of work DeMatteo has 


done for the MDC. we hope our own per¬ 
suasion might get better results than taking 
the company to court.” MDC Associate 
Commissioner Peter Corbett told reporter 
Brian Mooney of the Medford Daily Mercury. 

He said the dump at Middle road ns "not in 
a direct sense DeMatteo’s fault.” 

The MDC had contacted DeMatteo. he 
added, hut the company had made "no 
commitment” at that time. 

(Unconfirmed estimates indicate that 
DeMatteo interests gross about $75 million 
annually from state contracts.) 

Corbett confirmed that an agreement had 
been reached between former MDC Com¬ 
missioner Sears and the DeMatteo Con¬ 
struction Co.. Inc. of Saugus and Quincy. “A 
series of 'misunderstanding’ resulted in the 
dumping at Middle road,” he said. 

"The MDC dropped the ball all along the 
line,” he admitted. 

According to Corbett, an area in the Fells - 
"directly adjacent” to Rte. 1-93 w'as to be used 
by the company for "storing vehicles and 
fill.” He said “verbal communications” 


Iwtween the MDC and the DeMatteo Co. broke 
and more dumping resulted. 

Selection of the Middle road site for 
dumping was based on the recommendation 
of MDC maintenance personnel to cover 
"brush dumpings” there as an "Im¬ 
provement.” he explained at the time. 

MDC work crews often pile cut brush and 
trees in the Fells, and this creates a fire 
hazard. 

James Falk, chief landscape architect for 
the MDC. described his inspection of Middle 
road and Whip Hill dumps as a “shameful 
experience.” The damange is so bad we 
wouldn’t get it back to its original contour,” 
he added referring to Middle road. 

Falk said it would be “impractical” to 
remove all the debris from these sites. He 
indicated some but not all the debris couW be 
pulled back from wetlands, tlw-n covered with 
dirt and .seeded. 

Wetlands at both sites have been polluted 
from the dumping. 

Stvedeker claimed, in re.sponse to a 
question regarding Whip Hill, that the MDC 
does not have adequate .space for dumping. 

MDC officials also said lack of funds 
prevented them from blocking access roads 
in their rc.'-crvations, a proposal made by 
environmental groups, and from restoring 
fore.st areas. 

The DeMatteo Co. refused to participate in 
the restoration of Middle road. 

MDC Associate Commissioner Corbett 
i.uiid officers of the company “felt they had no 
liability.” 

"DeMatteo refused to do anything,” he 
added."His conduct in this case will certainly 
be a factor in any future dealings with the 
company.” 

MDC officials decided, though, that funds 
would be better spent for work in the Fells 
than for legal fees to attempt to compel 
DeMatteo to cooperate by court action. 

One reliable source familiar with the case 
said the apparent reluctance of the MDC to 
pursue this matter in the courts might have 
been “to avoid disclosure of similar 
arrangements” with DeMatteo or other 
companies which might “embarrass” the 


MDC. 

In the fall of 1975, the MDC removed some 
debris from Middle road, deposited some 
clean fill and contoured parts of the site. 

Last year some trees were planted. 
However, those familiar with the site 
described its appearance “more like a 
moonscape still” despite efforts at iaisrtl- 
scaping. 

Instances of additional dumping have a.is.® 
been reported at both sites aK veil a»s In many 
other parts of the Fells. 

Sec. of Environmental Affairs Evelyn 
Murphy, who had been informed of conditions 
in the Fclteom July 21.1975, was asked on Dec. 
16,1973, to coinduct an inquiry into the case of 
diumpdng at Middle road and to "take action 
consistent with public interest”. 

Murphy was appointed by Gov. Dukakis In 
1974. He colled her "a professional en¬ 
vironmentalist in every sense of the word.” 

Her appointment was also priased by 
outgoing Commissioner .Sears writing in the 
MDC Reporter that year. 

But on Dec. 18, Sears appeared on Channel 
7 and said Murphy should be fired. 

“‘Her department is In complete 
disarray,” he added, and accused her of 
mediocre administrative practices. 

On Feb. 20, 1975, in a speech to the Friends 
of the Fells in Stoneham, Sears said that 
comments regarding the MDC’s jurisdiction 
of the Fells had been gentle to that point, but, 
“someone must be at fault.” 

He said, those in the audience should 
criticize the MDC and its officials, and, at the 
same time, they should also complain to the 
governor and general court about lack of 
funds. 

Alexandra Dawson, of the Conservation 
Law Foundation wrote Sec. Murphy on Dec. 
22,1975: “After a meeting with Commissioner 
Snedeker last summer, MDC took two ac¬ 
tions: 1—they applied for federal funds and 
2—they started to clean up the largest dump 
area, on Middle road.” 

Dawson commended MDC efforts to clean 
up the dump but acknowledged that the MDC

probably could not conic up with the funds to 
do the job themselves Federal funds for the 
Fells had been refused 

Citing “evident violations” of state laws in 
this case she urged “if your investigation 
reveals DeMatteo as the source of some or all 
of the dumping, you must hold a forth-right 
discussion with the company If all else fails 
the .Attorney Cieneral’s Environmental 
Protection Division should be involved.” 

She earlier suggested the DeMatteo Co. as 
another obvious source of funds and labor and 
added parenthetically "For all I know, they 
I DeMatteo Co.) may be charging for the 
deposit in DeMatteo’s dump in Saugus of the 
material removal from the Middle road 
site*’” 

The Conaervation Law Foundation wrote 
to Sec Murphy on behalf of members of the 
Friends of the Middlesex Fells and others. 

Sec Murphy pledged to the Friends of the 
Fells on Jan. 19. 1976, "We are going to 
develop the Reser\’ation in such a way that it 
will be used as a model for othe reser¬ 
vations.” 

She added the perimeter of the Fells would 
\yf secured and hoped there w'ould be a 
marked improvement” in the near future.” 

The Friends of the Fells have sought to 
protect and preserve the reservation as a 
wilderness area and have opposed 
“development” of additional facilities in the 
Fells. 

They have called for the improvement of 
existing recreational areas, though. 

When no action was taken, the attorney 
general’s office was asked to look into con¬ 
ditions in the Fells. 

Daniel Connell of Malden has charged that 
the MDC has not done an adequate job in the 
Fells since the cleanup of 1939 following the 
hurricane the year before. 

This past summer work crews funded by 
CETA restored a number of sites under the 
supervision of Dan Towse, MDC chief 
forester. 

Construction of gates to block access roads 
was supposed to b«gin this past fall. 

House speaker Francis W. Hatch, author 
of the Wetlands Protection Act has called the 
Fells a “rare” natural area which should be 
preserved. 

On May 14 MDC Commissioner Snedeker 
wrtite that all dumping at Whip Hill "by the 
MDC in this area has been stopped. This area 
has been blocked off, covered over, and 
graded by our fDrees.” 

.A recent inspection of Whip Hill revealed 
that dumping continues there causing further 
encroachment on 'Wetlands. In addition to 
solid waste there is rubbish and garbage at 
the site polluting the water in the marsh. 


A stream runs from the marsh in the 
direction of Spot Pond. 

A coalition of environmental groups in¬ 
cluding the Friends of the Fells and the AMC 
was successful last year in stopping an MDC 
project to put pipelines through the Fells to 
bring water to local communities. 

Opponents of the project contended that 
the construction of pipelines would cause 
irreparable damage to the natural en¬ 
vironment of the Fells. The bill to authorize 
the project sponsored by former Senator 
McGrail did not meet constitutional 
requirements because of planning changes 
according. The bill died in House ways and 
means. 

MDC officials also did not meet with 
representatives of the Friends of the Fells 
and the Appalachian Mountain Club as 
required by ^c. Murphy. 

The Winchester Star in an editorial Oct. 7, 
1976 entitled 'The Golden Pipeline’ called for 
an investigation into this 6 million dollar 
project. 

In Oct of last year the City of Woburn let 
contracts to the Dufresne and Henry 
Engineering Corporation to improve existing 
wells. 

In an interview Oct. 19, 1976, Woburn city 
DPW Commissioner, Albert J. Wall, a former 
proponent of the MDC project, was quoted as 
saying that ”We’d like to back off” referring 
to the water project. He cited cost and the 
incapacity of the MDC to provide water 
among other reasons. 

In November Alderman Bernard J. 
Goldman said Wall ordered the wells, called 
the "G” and ”11” wells, closed down. 

No explanation was given. 

Earlier, officials in Reading and North 
Reading expressed doubts about the MDC 
project as well. 

A similar bill to put a pipeline through 
public land in the Blue Hills reservation was 
passed by the legislature in the closing days 
of last session. 

This project is opf>osed by the Sierra Club, 
the AMC, the newly-formed Friends of the 
Blue Hills and others. 

In the spring of 1976, the MDC en¬ 
vironmental groups and about 1000 volunteers 
conducted a cleanup in the Fells. 

In was reported that an estimated 70 tons 
of debris was dumped without charge at the 
Refuse Energy Systems Co. (RESCO) in 
Saugus, the 250-acre dumpsite owned jointly 
by DeMatteo and Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. 

In the Boston Globe Nov. 16, 1976, Alan 
Lupo wrote that "State environmental laws 
and local resistance to regional public 
facilities combined to make a regional 
monopoly possible for a business interest 
(RESCO).” 

Thirty environmental and other permits 
from local, regional state and federal 
agencies were obtained for construction of the 
Boston North Shore Resources-for-Refuse 


facility. 

"Federal and state environmental laws 
forced us to look for a better way to handle 
refuse disposal,” Martin DeMatteo was 
quoted in a presentation at an international 
conference on refuse conversion in Montreux, 
Switzerland. 

The dump in Saugus has been a focal point 
of controversy for many years. 

At the Sheepsfold in Stoneham, the MDC 
recently placed huge cement blocks across 
access roads. The MDC has long been urged 
to close off access roads in the Fells to 
vehicles to prevent further dumping and 
other abuse. However, the Sheepsfold is one 
place already .set aside for recreational 
purposes, and vehicles are permitted to park 
in the lot. In fact the MDC improved the 
parking lot last year.

Sachems swamp Melrose in 
64 to 42 team effort

Oh whata relief! Like some elixir of 
health, the Melrose basketball team 
presented themselves to the Sachems last 
Tuesday, and Winchester, coming off a sick 
performance against Reading, demolished 
the R#d Raiders 64-42. The booster came just 
in time, for following the game at Melrose the 
Sachems were scheduled to face the powerful 
Burlington Red Devils, so the victory was 
well appreciated. 

It was a team effort all the way for the 
lorale. as front line players Tim Powers, Bob 
McCabe, Jim Burns, Rick Pearl, Donell 
Jones, and Don Allard spread out the scoring 
fairly evenly. Powers, although on the bench 
for approximately a quarter and a half with 
foul trouble, led the Sachems with 14 points, 
10 of those in the final quarter. 

Although the game ended up as a laugher, 
it hardly started that way. In fact, Melrose 
broke on top quickly and took an 8-2 lead 
before Winchester coach Doc Wheeler called 
for a time out. Two long jumpers by guard 
Bill Simpson, a layup by Ralph Puntoni and a 
tapin by forward Jim Willwerth led the Red 
Raider surge, while the lone Sachem points 
were scored on a Jones jumper. But after the 
break, Winchester came out roaring. 

Three straight hoops, an Allard corner 
jumper, a Jones tap and 20-footer put the 
Sachems in front 12-10 with less than a minute 
to go in the first quarter. Free throws by 
Willwerth and Mike McCormack tied the 
score before the horn, the last time Melrose 
would knot the score. 

Five straight Winchester points opened up 
the second stanza, McCabe hit two free 
throws and Burns bagged a jumper and a 
charity toss to make it 17-12. After a wild hook 
by McCormack, the Sachems reeled off eight 
more points as they began to take command 
of the contest. Melrose then scored their only 
other basket of the period on a jumper by 
Puntoni before the Sachems closed theperiod 
with 10 more tallies. McCabe led the Win- 
rhester outburst with 8 points in the quarter 
and Burns had 5 as the Sachems left the floor 
at halftime with an imposing 35-16 lead. 

After limiting the Red Raiders to only 4 
points in the second stanza (“Our best 
quarter of the year” - coach Wheeler) the 
Sachems came out in the third period and 
held them to only 5. Pearl started off the 
period with a pretty baseline move, and 
McCabe followed with a 3-footer. After a Ray 
Awiszuz 20-foot jumper, Jones hit two free 
throws, before McCabe and Pearl connected 
on a real crowd pleaser. 

Red Raider center Awiszus, who was 
frustrated all night inside by the taller Mc¬ 
Cabe decided to try one more time to score 
down low off the big guy. Robert swatted the 
ball all the way to midcourt where Pearl sped 
after it continued down the floor for the layup. 
After an Allard layup increased the Sachem 


lead to 45-18, Wheeler cleared the bench with 
two minutes left in the third. 

The quarter ended with a long jump shot 
by Scott Swanson as Winchester appeared to 
have a safe 47-20 lead. Hooever some sloppy 
play by the reserves enabled Melrose to get 
back to within 10 points. 

After a Jack Nolan layup made it 49-24, the 
Red Raiders pressing tactics helped them reel 
ofd 15 straight points. Winchester had con¬ 
siderable difficultz in getting the ball past 
halfcourt, so with the lead suddenly down to 
49-39, Doc quickly reinserted the regulars to 
finish out the game. 

Upon the reemergence of the big guns, 
Melrose soon wilted. The Sachems rattl^ off 
11 unanswered points and the Raiders were 
doomed as the final score read 64-42, Win¬ 
chester. 

A big factor in the contest was Win¬ 
chester’s phenomenal all-around shooting. 
The Sachems connected on 22 of 46 from the 
floor (48 percent) and made 20 of 23 free 
throws (87 percent). In addition McCabe 
snared 8 rebounds in addition to taking away 
Melrose's inside game.

Hockey team loses a tough 
one in valiant attempt to win

The long streak of horrendous play ended 
for the Sachem hockey team last NVendesday 
night at the sparkling Stoneham Arena. Bui. 
the shame of it is. the losing streak didn’t.

l'»espite the fact the they played probably 
thpir strongest game all year, Winchester 
went down to its fourth straight defeat of the 
young hockey season.

Stoneham grabbed a quick 1-0 lead. when, 
after only 35 seconds. Jim McDonough picked 
up a Steve Jamieson rebound and lifted it 
over Sachem netminder Cliff Falla. 
Stoneham was on the powerplay for that 
initial score, witn Mark McGoldrick in the 
box for holding 

But Winchester came right back and in 
fact dominated play in the initial period after 
that goal. At 7:32 Stoneham's Frank Scarpa 
went out for charging, and Winchester went 
on the power play. 

Unlike the poor use of the man-advantage 
they displayed against Belmont. Winchester 
went on to score their first of three power- 
play goals. Hugo LaFauci knotted it up at 1- 
apiece on a backhander past Spartan goalie 
Bill Parsons w’ith McGoldrick and Jack 
Meinnis garnering the assits. 

Less than three minutes later, Stoneham 
was charged w-ith another penalty, this time 
to Steve Buitkus for hooking. Then. 28 seconds 
into the power play, LaFauci potted his 
second goal of the night (and his third in 
league play) to lift the Sachems into the lead. 
Billy McLean received the assist, as it was his 
shot’s rebound which LaFauci rapped in.

Four and a half minutes into period two, 
Scarpa again was caught in the act, this time 
for hooking and once more Stoneham was 
forced to play a man short. Again, 28 seconds 
after the infraction the Sachems broke 
through. This time McLean found the mark, 
with assists to McGoldrick and George 
Surabian at 4:56. 

Finding themselves behind by a pair to 
their underdog opponents, Stoneham sud¬ 
denly came to life. Spartan star Steve 
Jamieson made a beautiful rush into the 
Sachem end, and after feeding it to Jim 
McDonough who then shot, he picked up the 
rebound and snapped it by the prone Falla’s 
skates. 

At 11:33 Bob Matheson tied it up. The goal 
occurred while there was a large amount of 
action swirling in front of Falla in the net. 
Matheson lifted one home during the melee 
with assists going to Tim Kelly and Frank 
Sullivan.

Brook Chipman finished 
first, but...wait a minute, the judges said he 
didn’t. -^Because the officials didn’t see 
C’hijxnan cross the finish line, Winchester 
was gypped out of 5 big points. 

Scott Farrar won the dash, posting a time 
of 5.4 In the 600. Saclxjm CTiarlie Larkin 
finished first with a time of 1:17.7, just about 
a minute and a lialf i>elhnd the school record. 
Ed Kirkpatrick finished third for six points. 

In the 1000-yard event co-captain Joiin 
Roche finishcKl first and Kevin Consales 
placed second as Winchester added 8 im- 
pcjrtant points.

Just over a minute later, the Spartan 
resurgence was capped when Stu Nordon 
scored the game-winning goal with 2:26 left in 
the second period. McDonough and Scarpa 
received the assits. 

In the final period, it was the Cliff Falla 
show ("He was super,’’ both coaches) as he 
refused to let the Spartans pull away. Win¬ 
chester also had a number of good scoring 
opportunities but Parsons was likewise up to 
the task. There were two Stoneham penalties 
early in the frame, but they didn’t hurl the 
Spartans nearly as much as two Sachem 
penalties. 

With less than three minutes to play, and 
still trailing by a goal. Sachem Ricky Blanch 
went off for tripping at 12:32. A minute and 
ten seconds later, with the Winchester 
defense doing a masterful job of thwarting 
Stoneham’s power play, McGoldrick went off 
for the very same reason, and the Sachems 
never had the opportunity to tie it. 

After the game, the Stoneham coach had 
nothing but praise for the Sachems. “I 
ihougnt they looked really good out there 
tonight, and they gave us a scare when they 
look that two-goal lead.” Predictably, 
Sachem mentor Dave Berman was disap¬ 
pointed. "I feel really bad for them (Win¬ 
chester) because tonight they worked ex¬ 
tremely hard and got a little taste of what it’s 
like to be on top.” Berman said that he was 
very pleased with his defense, and felt that 
some of the penalties called near the end were 
queslionalbe, but that they might have won 
otherwise if they had had that missing "ex¬ 
tra.” 

That missing commodity was caption Jon 
Pettee, who injured his back in last Monday’s 
game with Reading. '"I think if Jon were out 
there it would’ve made the difference,” said 
Berman. It’s too bad that after such a great 
effort the Sachems still have to wonder”if?” 
A win would have been so much sweeter.

Power(s) on the press, . . 

Winchester has some trouble^ 
manages to shake Belmont 70-66 


Power to the press! Or, more ap¬ 
propriately: Power to Powers on the press. It 
was a combination of the two, a furious, in¬ 
tense full-court press employed by the 
Sachems, and a kid by the name of Timmy 
Powers that pulled out a hectic, come-from- 
behind 70-66 victory over Belmont at the High 
School, Tuesday. 

Powers was immense in the fourth quarter 
rally, pouring in 10 points (21 overall) as 
Winchester scrambled back from an ominous 
54-47 deficit with just over four minutes to 
play. It was his clutch 15-footer off a steal 
which put the Sachems ahead for the first 
time since the second quarter. But more than 
that it was his part in that stifling Sachem 
press which enabled the locals to scramble to 
victory. 

Belmont was supposed to be an easy mark 
for coach Wheeler and his hoopsters, but led 
by the outstanding play of guard Jay Jeherian 
eso pts.) the Marauders had the Sachems on 
the ropes. After a first quarter which saw 
Winchester take a 15-12 lead, the visitors took 
a strangehold on the. contest. 

Six straight points, a Dave Papazian 
jumper, a Jeherian bomb, and a layup by 
Papayzian gave Belmont the lead, 18-15. 
After Donell Jones hit a pair of free throws, 
the Marauders ran of eight more points. 
Jeherian sank a 25-footer, Papayzian banked 
in a little set-shot, and then the sixth man, Ed 
Kantor taped in a couple of rebounds to make 
it, 26-17. 

A Powers jump shot cut the margin to five, 
30-25 as the half ended. The Sachems were 
hardly looking like the top contender that 
they expect to be in the Middlesex race at that 
juncture. They were being outhustled on the

boards, missing free throws, and making a 
number of turnovers which Belmont 
graciously converted. 

In the third quarter, Belmont gallantly 
held their margin, and in fact boosted it by as 
much as at 40-31. But the Sachems came 
roaring back to catch their guests by 
rilling off nine straight tallies. Jones hit a 
pair of free throws, Jimmy Burns made a 
layup, Don Allard converted on one free 
throw, and Powers two more, then Bob 
McCabe sank a big turnaround for the 40-aU 
tie. 

But four points at the end of the period by 
Jeherian, offset only by a Powers free throw 
ga ve the Marauders a 44-41 lead going into the 
final frame. And what a frame it was! 

Belmont came out smokin’, and when 
Jeherian connected on a pretty drive for a 
basket to make it 54-45, Belmont, Wheeler and 
the Sachem fans smelled trouble. Doc called 
for a time out and it proved to be just what the 
Sachems needed. . ><ii 

Powers sank a long jump shot, followed by 
an Allard layup off a steal, as Winchester 
gave their press full guns. After a pair of free 
throws by Jeherian the pressure tactics 
delivered the knockout blow. 

Burns drilled home a jumper in the lane; 
Belmont 56-51. McCabe tapped in a miss, 56- 
53. Big Robert sank two free throws, 56-55, 
and then...it was the Tim Powers show. 

Timmy’s super shot put Winchester ahead 
as the crowd exploded. After an unsuccesfull 
trip downcourt by Belmont after a time-out, 
McCabe hit a big basket. Powers then stole 
the ensuing inbounds pass and drove in for the 
layup, suddently Winchester had a 61-56 lead.

Whether jthey came from as far away as 
Oyster River, NH or as near as Wakefield, 
didn’t seem to matter much to the Winchester 
girls gymnastics team.

The tiny squad from Oyster River, NH was 
the first to go down to defeat. Last Wednesday 
at the high school, the Sachems scored a 
convincing 80.05 to 68.85 victory.

The Right Reverend John B. Coburn. 
Episcopal Bishop of Massachusetts, Saturday 
asked the congregation assembled at the 
Church of the Epiphany.

The overwhelming response came back to 
the bishop and the solitary, small figure 
standing before him, “It is." 

Then the bishop asked, "Will you uphold 
her in this ministry?" 

“We will." 

Saltmarsh files 
bill limiting 
costs to towns 

Representative "Whip" Saltmarsh of 
Winchester has filed a bill to limit the 
legislature’s ability to impose higher costs on 
cities and towns. 

Saltmarsh said. “It is now much too easy 
for the state to force new expenses on 
municipalities and thus take away local 
control over our own tax rate. 

“All it takes now is a simple majority vote 
in the legislature. Our proposed constitutional 
amendment would require a two-thirds vote 
to impose costs on two or more cities and 
towns, unless the state is willing to put up the 
money or the town has already voted to ac¬ 
cept the expense. 

“The so-called Home Rule Amendment 
only protects single towns. The legislature 
can get around it by simply making any costly 
bill apply to two or more towns. 

“Local property taxes are going up all 
over the state. The state should be helping 
local governments to keep them down rather 
than mandating new programs to burden the 
real estate taxpayer." 


With the affirmation of the parishoners 
and clergy present. Bishop Coburn placed his 
hands on the head of the 43-year-old woman in 
plain white vestments, and said, “Therefore, 
0 P'ather, through Jesus Christ your Son, give 
your Holy Spirit to Marilyn Jeanne, to fill her 
with grace and power, and make her a priest 
in your Church." 

And so with these words, Jeanne Sproat, 
assistant rector at the Church of the 
Epiphany, became the first woman in 
Massachusetts to be ordained a priest in the 
P'piscopal Church. 

After she received the Bible and vestments 
of her office, the crowd which filled the 
church broke into spontaneous and sustained 
applause as the new priest wiped her eyes. 

The beaming, radiant priest, now vested in 
a chasuble decorated with embroidered 
butterflies representing the resurrection, 
turned to acknowledge the congregation and 
then went to each of the clergy in the chancel 
and exchanged kisses with them. 

Among those who cheered the loudest was 
the Rev. Carol L. Anderson, assistant at New 
York City’s St. James’ Church. Rev.

Anticipated changes in staffing for 1977-78 
could save an estimated $179,500 on the school 
department’s budget, assistant superin¬ 
tendent Jack Fallon said at Monday night’s 
school committee meeting. 

He hastened to point out, however, that the 
proposed net loss of 9.3 teachers, at savings of 
about $100,000, w'ould be offset by the step 
raises to which remaining teachers would be 
entitled.

Storms: the cost to now 

UPW' Director Walter J. Tonaszuck reports that Ixjtween November 10 and 
January 17 Winchester has received 55 incht*s of precipitation in 13 storms. 

The cost to the town of all this snow and ice breaks down like this, according to 
Tonaszuck: 

Of the $132,245 appropriated for pr*rsonal services, w'e have spent $82,0(K). Hired 
equipment has cost the town $47,000 of the $00,000 allotted. 

We have used 1030 tons of salt at a cost of $40,000 (with $54,250 budgeted) and 2275 
tons of sand at $7300, $300 more than the appropriation. 

“More sand is being used this winter than in the p<ist," Tonaszuck said. “It seems 
to be efficient and from an environmental standpoint seems to be the right thing to 
do." 

Figures released to The Star Tuesday include monies spent up to January 14.

This change would be 
due mainly to the closing of Wyman and the 
dropping of the director of pupil services, an 


additional savings in that case of about 
$18,000. 

P'allon reminded (he school committee 
that these are unofficial figures and that the 
FinCom has not yet seen them. 

In other action, reconsideration of the vote 
to reduce the maintenance budget of the 
Noonan School by $20,000 was defeated, with 
Jack Noble casting the single vote in favor of 
reconsideration. 

Superintendent William C. MacDonald 
cited the age of the structure, the size of the 
rooms, and the proximity to Lynch as reasons 
for not doing more than basic repairs. 

“These factors make Noonan a very likely 
candidate for a closing in four years," he 
said.

For first full term 

Markey sworn in, named to 
House Commerce Committee 


Congressman Kdward J Markey was 
officially sworn into his new term Tuesday. 
January 4. to serve in his first full term as 
I'.S. Representative for the Massachusetts 
7th Congressional District, which serves 
Winchester. 

Two days later he learned he would be 
appointed to the House committee of his 
choice, the Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce. 

Markey was elected November 2. and 
began at once to serve as Congressman, 
filling the seat left vacant by the death of Rep. 
Torbert H Macdonald. He was sw-orm into 
membership in the new. 95th Congress by the 
newly - elected Speaker of the House, Thomas 
F. “tip" O’Neill of Cambridge. 

Following the Tuesday swearirg-in 
ceremony. Markey joined family and friends, 
well-wi ’lers from communities in the 7th 
District, members of the Washington and 
Massachusetts press corps and other 
Members of Congress, at a reception at his 
Capitol Hill office. 

The crowd of 50 feasted on a special 
“Congratulations Ed Markey" cake, baked 
and decorated by a member of his new staff. 

Two days later Markey celebrated again, 
when he received the unofficial word that he 
had been elected to the Commerce Committee 
bv a vote of the House Democratic Caucus 
Committee on Steering and Policy. This body, 
made up of the House Leadership, awarded 
Markey the highest number of votes among 
all contenders for a seat on that important 
committee, according to a report received 
from one of the House leaders. 

In Markey’s words. “The responsibilities 
of the Commerce Committee — over energy 
policy, health policy, consumer issues, 
national transportation and communications 
— are so wide-ranging and influential they 
should permit me to work effectively for the 
revitalization of the Massachusetts economy.

In 1971 she graduated from Episcopal 
Theological Seminary in Cambridge and then 
joined the chaplaincy program at Mt. Auburn 
Hospital where she became full-time director 
of pastoral services in 1973. 

Rev. Sproat intends to continue her work 
at Mt. Auburn which she says “has always 
been dear to me.”

be moved into Lynch, making the current 
junior high .school into a kindergarten through 
grade 8. MacDonald said that it was only an 
idea and not in any way definite. 

Parents at Noonan are asking that repairs 
to the gutters, the lavatories, and windows be 
taken care of. 

One parent said, "We have a right to a 
clean, safe school.” She showed photographs 
to the committee which pointed to plaster 
falling, gutters down from the storms, and 
windows in disrepair. 

Chairlady Mary Pronski said, "A lot of the 
gutters in our own homes have fallen off.” 

She further said that the leaky roof would 
be fixed, carpeting installed in the kin¬ 
dergarten and two lower rooms, plaster 
replaced in the lower hall, gutter work done, 
stage curtains flame-proofed and shades and 
fire extinguishers replaced. 

MacDonald said that the original $34,000 
set aside for maintenance to Noonan was cut 
to $14,673 in light of the possibility of closing 
that school in four years. 

Jack Noble, defending the request to 
reconsider the cut, said, "If repairs are not 
done. Noonan will be the school to close by 
necessity. I think Noonan deserves, to have 
the work done. The parents have been loud 
and clear.” 

Parents are asking that the school com¬ 
mittee add the $20,000 they voted out of the 
maintenance budget and do repairs to the 
lavatories, floors and library. 

The vote for reconsideration was 4-1 in the 
negative. 

In other matters. Superintendent Mac¬ 
donald brought up the question of making up 
the snow days lost during the past two weeks. 

The town has three options, he said. "We 
can count days — in which case we have two 
days to make up our state-mandated 183. We 
can count hours — and you may not believe 
that Winchester school children have a 
slightly longer school day than other com¬ 
munities. In that case we still have time left. 
Our third choice would be to request a waiver 
from the stale based on the severity of the 
weather.” 

MacDonald said he favored making up 
time at the end of the school year instead of 
during vacation times in February or April. 
Right now school is scheduled to end on 
Tuesday, June 21. 

"While it is premature to make a decision 
on the day or hour judgment, it is my gut 
feeling that time tacked on any where is not 
as constructive instructionally as normal 
teaching days,” he said. 

Another possibility to be explored with the 


teachers union is using release Tuesdays to 
make up the time. 

Washington School parents were also 
present at the Meetiriig Monday to protest the 
split principalship which they .share with the 
Noonan School. 

Fran McClintock, speaking on behalf of 
Washington parents said, "We would hke n 
principal on the premises. A petition was 
signed by 104 of our families who feel that a 
split principnlship is not educationally 
sound.” 

Mary Pronski replied, "In our heart of 
hearts we will give it consideration, but we 
know it is too expensive.” 

George Flynn has been splitting his time 
between the two schools since September. 

The school committee cited declining 
enrollments as the reason for dropping one 
principal. 

Ms. McClintock countered that the 
projected enrollment at Washington was 220 
this year and it is actuallv 241. Noonan was 
projected at 198 and enrollment there is 201. 

Committee member Connie Pappas said 
that there is money budgeted for a head 
teacher at each of the two schools to relieve 
the principal. 

The question of principalships In general 
came up in this discussion. After Wyman 
closes there will be seven tenured principals 
for the eight remaining schools. 

Robert Frank said, "We have yet to 
determine what will happen with the prin¬ 
cipals, but the question does not mean that 
John Carmllia (principal of Wyman) will not 
still be a principal next year,” 

He said, "We are looking for the most 
advantageous or at least the least destructive 
plan. We are trying to keep as many schools 
open as long as possible, but our judgment 
may be fallible.” 

The school committee is meeting Monday 
night to give their budget a going-over before 
meeting with the finance committee.

No school whistle 

There is no question that the 6:45 a.m. fire whistle announcing no 
school for the day is absolutely vital to the community, yet we can’t help 
wondering if there might not be a method by which school closings could 
be made known the night before. 

Of course, many times such closings cannot be decided until the actual 
morning of the day in question. Weather conditions, especially in New 
Kngland. can change drastically during the night. 

Oftentimes, however, when icy or storm dangers are obviously going 
to remain t.uring the night, decisions on school closings are made the 
night before. 

Police cannot have their emergency number tied up with questions 
about whether or not schools will be open. Last week Police Chief John P. 
McHugh said that his department received 500 calls inside a four-hour 
period Monday night about potential closings for the next day. 

It is not fair to the town to expect that emergency phone lines will be 
lied up with calls of this sort. 

Maybe the fire whistle could blow at 6:45 p.m. the night before if the 
school committee has decided on the situation for the next day. Now that 
the whistle blows only for the twice-daily tests and for multiple alarms, it 
would seem to be a reasonable request. 

Or perhaps the school department could staff one phone number 
during times of adverse weather conditions so that parents could find out 
the night before, whenever possible, if their children would be going to 
school the next day. 

Especially in the older grades, children sometimes have to be up by 
6:00 or 6:30 to make their classes on time. 

We all know what wonders an extra hour or two of sleep can produce. 

.-\s for the elementary level students, often it is advantageous for 
parents to know as soon as possible what arrangements should be made 
for their care or amusement. Working parents especially should know 
right away if they need to provide extra supervision in the case of a school 
closing. 

It’s just a thought. But one which could ease an awful lot of minds.

All of these activities are but a 
start in having students develop a sense of pride in their town, their 
property, and being part of a team that has positive goals.

Clement said that the original tax of ten 
percent was reduced to nine percent in 1973 
and will drop one percent each year until 
January 1, 1982 when it will be eliminated. 


Winchester’s share of mert;bership dues to 
be part of the Massachusetts League of Cities 
and Towns is $1169 for fiscal year 1977. 

According to a statement released from 
the MLCT to selectmen, “Your money has 
been well spent.” 

The two cents per capita dues (plus 0.4 
cents per $1000 of 1968 equalized valuation) is 
credited with providing Winchester with the 
following items: 

“The MLCT pays dues to the National 
League of Cities on behalf of Massachusetts 
municipalities. NLC and League efforts this 
year produced the Fublic Works Act, CETA 
extension, a victory on the Fair Labor 
Standards Act Suit, and reenactment of 
General Revenue Sharing for another 3 and 3- 
4 years.” 

In addition, the release says that no new 
programs mandating expenses on 
municipalities were passed by the General 
Court. 

Best of all, perhaps, in these days of $4 a 
pound coffee. League dues have not risen 
since 1970!

Some lessons of winter

It’s funny how kids today, if left to their 
own devices, come up with the same form of 
amusement we knew as children. 

The battery-operated marvels from the 
holiday festivities are left behind — probably 
with their batteries inoperable — as children 
all over take to the snows and drifts to re¬ 
create the same igloos and forts, snow per¬ 
sons and monsters that we took such delight 
in. 

Winter in New England cannot be fully 
appreciated by a Florida-born and bred 
grown-up in white hat and printed short- 
sleeved shirt. 

It takes years of peering over snow drifts a 
foot taller than you are to know what 
treasures nature provides for those who look. 

As children we learned first-hand the 
insulating effect of the igloo. It always 
amazed me that Eskimos could wear very 
little clothing in the middle of perpetual 
winter when they were inside an igloo. 

Climbing inside one built by a New 
Englander born and bred, I learned how snow 
keeps the tender young growth of spring 
daffodils and crocuses warm until that March 
or April day when suddenly the whole earth 
calls out, ‘‘Look. We made it through another 
winter!” 

I never before realized that snow is not 
always white. 

In the morning it takes on a rosy tone. 
During the cold of the day it is blue. As the sun 
sets, snow becomes tinged with red and 
purple. 

There are different degrees and types of 
snow — as you skiers know very well. 

Certain Eskimo languages have 23 words 
for our single “snow.” 

Sometimes it crunches...expecially nice 


when you have lots of time to walk and listen 
to the silence. 

Sometimes it sloshes...that means warmer 
temperatures, maybe all the way to 35 
degrees. 

Other times it meets the booted foot with 
icy resistance and no amount of shoveling can 
do any good. 

Have you ever noticed how birds which 
stay through the winter to keep us company 
are much brighter and more welcome than 
their counterparts who head south at the first 
sign of winter? 

The cardinal or even the ubiquitous blue 
jay pecking among the snow drifts for a 
sunflower seed is all the more welcome when 
snow cushions every sound, distorting the fire 
whistle and the train screeching by. 

And the perpetual fascination with snow 
flakes! Is it true that no two snow flakes are 
exactly alike? I’ll never know for sure and yet 
I keep trying to find out. 

Icicles bring their own beauty and their 
own danger. A six-foot long icicle fell on my 
nieghbor’s foot last week, narrowly missing 
the four-year-old daughter she had thrown 
under her when she heard the snow start to 
fall from the house roof. 

The best part of all winter’s variety and 
temper tantrums, threats and in¬ 
conveniences, is the fireplace after a long 
day. 

Since Frometheus brought fire from the 
gods, people have sought solace and warmth 
in the fire. 

During the blackout last week, we had five 
children sleeping in front of the fire as warm 
and as snug as a bear in his winter cave. 

I wouldn’t change a thing about winter in 
New England.

Frozen desserts appropriate

It seems the mountains of snow, frigid 
winds and icy roads finally got to me. Have I 
been dreaming of a hot toddy beside a 
crackling fire? Not at all. 

Instead, I got the urge to try making some 
cold frozen desserts. Admittedly, I prefer cold 
creamy confections any time of the year 
despite the weather. But my husband’s 
comment that the backyard was filled with as 
much frozen delight to last him for 20 years 
didn’t deter me. 

I heard that Sheila Galvani of Yale street 
enjoyed planning French dinners for rare 
special occasions. One of the dinners con¬ 
cluded with a frozen raspberry souffle, t 
friend noted. 

So I ignored lO-degree weather, skidded 
down icy Yale street, parked in a four-foot 
snow drift and enjoyed a brief visit. 

Sheila’s interest in French cooking was 
developed in a series of classes conducted by 
gourmet cooking teacher Madeleine Kam- 
man when she first established her school in 
I.«xinglon a few years ago. 

“I had a lot of time then,” laughed Sheila 
whose family has increased last year with U)- 
monlh-old Susan. The Galvanis’ older 
daughter is Jill, 5. 

Although Sheila admits that formal 
French cooking is often expensive and time- 
consuming. she enjoys planning a dinner for 
special events. She and her husband Paul, a 
lawyer, belong to a dining club with three 
other couples and their turn comes up only 
once a year. 

One year her menu included riwst duck 
with peaches, accompanied by asparague, 
lightly curried rice with raisins, watercress 
salad, cheeses and raspberry souffle. 

Unlike cooked souffles which rise im¬ 
pressively over the edge of the baking dish, 
frozen souffles only create the illusion with a 
paper collar which is removed before serving. 

Use brown paper or parchment paper and 
cut it double the height of the serving dish. 
Bullet the paper to prevent mixture from 


slicking when paper is removed. Secure 
paper at top with a paper clip and lie kitchen 
strong around the dish. 

Do not pour a souffle batter into the dish; 
spoon it in, says Sheila. “You will lose less air 
and be able to control the thickness of the 
layer or batter.” 

Sheila prefers to use a balloon wisk and a 
copper bowl to beat the egg whiles, a 
procedure recommended by professionals to 
achieve the greatest volume. 

Froien Raspberry Souffle 

5 1-3 boxes (10 oz. each) frozen raspfjerries. 

thawed 

91-3 tablespoons Kirsch or Framboise liqueur 

1 1-3 cup heavy cream 

1 1-3 cup sugar 

1-3 cup water 

1-3 teaspoon lemon juice 

7 egg whites 

8 Lady fingers 

Drain thawed berries completely. (Use 
syrup for another purpose.) Puree in Uie 
blender and strain to remove seeds. Flavor 
the puree with 5 1-3 Table.''.poona Kirsch or 
Framboise. 

Whip the cream with a wisk — making 
yure to keep it soft! (Folding it into the base 
stiffens it further.) 

Chill cream. Mix sugar, water, lemon 
juice, and cook to 2.38F. 

While the sugar cooks, whip the egg 
whites; when they reach the softpeak stage, 
pour the sugar syrup on them while you 
continue whisking. 

As soon as the syrup has been absorbed, 
gradually whip the puree of raspberries into 
the whiles; the meringue will be cold by then; 
immediately fold in the softly-whipped 
cr«am. Turn half of the souffle into a collard 
mold. Add the ladyfingers. diced and soaked 
in 4 Tablespoons Kirsch or Framboise. 

Top with the remainder of the souffle 
Freeze immediately. Remove before serving 
to soften slightly.

the decision to be made nghllully is the 
responsibility of the School Committee. 

There are 13,380 registered voters in this 
town. The number of voters differs from 
district to district. There is a difference of 324 
between the district having the smallest 
number of voters and the district having the 
largest number. Twenty-five percent of the 
voters cast a vote on December 7. There has 
l)Qpn no consensus of opinion in the town 
during the past few months on the matter of 
closing a school and 1 do not think the results 
of the vote should be considered a mandate. 
The Town Meeting vote was 75 to 72 in favor of 
closing a school, with School Committee 
members abstaining. This Town Meeting vote 
was the closest vote on any issue in many 
years. 

1 have reviewed the referendum vote 
carefully. The town election last spring was 
the first involving eight districts. There were 
3600 votes cast in that election - 200 more than 
in this election. On the referendum vote the 
210 margin was supplied by only three of 
those eight districts. The vote in those three 
districts, 3, 5, and 7 was up by 10 percent. The 
vote in the other five districts. 1, 2, 4. 6 and 8, 
was down by 17 percent. 

1 do not feel responsible to the one-time 
voters in the high priced neighborhoods of the 
town. My constituency is the whole town - the 
jKJople who have supported me on other 
issues, the voters w’ho vote regularly in all 
elections. 1 respect and support our 
superintendent. I cannot in good conscience

vole against those 1 feel are the tnosi 
knowledgeable on the issue the ad¬ 
ministration, the Finance Committee, the 
Task Force. Town Meeting, and also 5 of the 
eight districts. 1 feel having split prin- 
cipalships and teaching principals diminish 
our educational process and do not allow for 
equafity of education throughout the system. 
Population trends are changing; life styles 
are also changing. 

1 have always been deeply concerned with 
the fiscal problems encountered in operating 
our schools and in providing a good education 
for all students. The question of closing a 
school has l)een a very emotional one. made 
even more difficult by the fact that some of 
the School Department’s strongest supporters 
in the past have formed a pressure group to 
try to prevent the closing of Wyman School, 
and they have worked extremely hard to this 
■ end. In view' of declining enrollments it is my 
opinion that to vote to keep open nine 
elementary schools would be a delay tactic. 
The closing of a school or schools must be 
faced sooner or later To prolong the agony 
would not serve any useful purpose. 

I realize the results of the advisory 
referendum vote indicate the majority of 
those voting on December 7 wants all schools 
left open. Unfortunately these are not all the 
same individuals who will be voting on the 
school budget at Town Meeting. My com¬ 
mitment during my term of office has always 
been to the entire student body. On every 
issue w’hich has come before the committee I 
have voted in accordance with what I feel is 
the best interest of the entire town If I were to 
vote to keep all nine elementary schools open. 
I w'ould not be able to live with that decision. I 
will cast my vote to close a school.

MORE-MH responds 


KDITOH OF TIIK STAH: 

This is a reply to statements attributed to 
Mary Welch, director. Mystic Valley Mental 
Health Association, in The Winchester Star 
and Arlington Advocate on December SO, 
1976. 

The Metropolitan Organization for a 
Regional Effort in Mental Health was formed 
as a consumer information and referral 
agency in the mental health field in 1976. 

M.O.R.E.-M.H. was founded because of 
the failure of the Massachusetts Department 
of Mental Health and its local partner. Mystic 
Valley Mental Health Association — a private 
organization based in I^exington — to provide 
federally and state funded services to the 
Hispanic and low- income communities of 
Woburn. Partly, as a result of input from 
MO.R.E.-M.H., an on site inspection of the 
Mystic Valley Mental Health Center took 
place on .July 7-8, 1976. The inspecting team 
consisted of the branch chief of the Alcohol. 
Drug Abuse, and Mental Health 
Administration of H.E.W.. an associate 
commissioner of Menial Health, Mass DMH, 
and a representative of the Office for Civil 
Rights of D.H.E.W. 

The team's report stated that Mystic 
Valley services were “psychologically, 
physically, and culturally unaccessible to low 
income groups and ethnic minorities of the 
area.’’ 

Only “four blacks and 11 Spanish sur- 
named ” individuals were clients of the Center 
in the previous year. In addition no Hispanics 
were members of the Mystic Valley 
Association and Area Board. 

The report gave the Mystic Valley Center 
until December 1, 1976, to remedy these 
deficits. In M.O.R.E.’s opinion little action 
w as taken by the Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Center. 

Accordingly, on December 3, 1976. the 
Office for Civil Rights. D.H.E.W., found the 
Mystic Valley Mental Health Center and 
Association Board in non-compliance w’ith 
Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, 
because of discrimination against ethnic 
minorities. 

The res{K)nse of the director of the Mental 
Health Association in The Winchester Star 
and Arlington Advocate of December 30, 1976, 
has been to deny the H.F).W. charges as being 
“false, misdirected, and unfounded,” and to 
state that “charges made by M.O.R.E.-M.H. 
have caused some irritation.” Yet the 
charges of Mass. DMH and HEW in Sep¬ 
tember 1976 were based on interviews with 
almost 50 local officials and board members. 

In all fairness to Ms. Welch, subsequent to 
the Decemnber 3 finding of non-compliance 
w'ith federal civil rights laws, Ms. Welch 


called a meeting in her home for Wobuim ar«a 
board members and asked them to appear 
before the Woburn City Council and requwt 
money for Mystic Valley services for a pexv , 
office in Woburn. Mystic Valley Mearlal 
Health C-enter occupies space rent free but 
receives S34.000 from Woburn annually. 
Reportedly she did not Inform the board 
members about the civil rights vdolatloni. ^ 
In view of the lack of Information by the 
board, M.O.R.E.-M H. sent a copy of the cIvB 
rights citation with a brief explanatory not« 
appended to members of the Mystic Vall^ 
Area Board and Association who have 
ultimate responsibility for federally funded 
services. ^ 

M.O.R.E.-M.H. also asked 
Massachusetts Association for Mental Health 
and Commissioner Okin of Mass DMH to 
intervene and ensure that low income groufA • 
and Hispanics receive the services they ar^ 
entitled to in their own community as mefi- 
dated by federal law. 

However, M.O.R.E.-M.H. now see 
Mystic Valley M.H.C. as a bureaoracy, 
traditional and somewhat unyielding, whi^ ‘ 
may be unable to change in order to provl^ 
needed services for local residents with a ' 
neighborhood community orientatfdA t 
utilizing multiple social agencies and 
providers. The Center is currently a part¬ 
nership between Mass DMH and a sinitife 
provider, the Mystic Valley Mental Healij^, 
Association, which seems to exclude othw^; ' 
providers from properly fulfilling their rolfc 
according to Uie Public Health Servli?^ 
federal grant application. The recent attem|)l 
by the Center to have the town of Wilmlngten 
withdraw $18,000 in annual funds from 
Wilmington Family Services may be an 
example of the Mystic Valley Center’s lack df 
committment to multiple provider servicaa 
with a consumer neighborhood orientatioil. 


The solution to the problems of the Center i.^ 
for all local mental health providers includim? 
the DMH and the Mental Health Association 
to form a consortium or public corporntion U) 
manager the $1.9 million state, federal, and 
local annual operating funds of the Center. 
H E W will support the formation of such a 
coproration - according to its guidelines for 
the implementation of PL 94-63. Also local 
tcTwns could financially support town agencies 
directly as participating agencies In the 
Mental Health Center and not the l>exington- 
based MenUl Health Association in order to 
increase accountability for town funds. The 
Arlington Youth Guidance Center. 
Wilmington Family Services. Burlington Life 
Onter, Woburn Council for Social Concern, 
and others could then become eligible for 
state and federal funds channeled to them 
through the Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Center. 

These agencies have much experience in 
delivering services with a consumer neigh¬ 
borhood orientation which Mass DMH does 
not. The Mystic Valley Association could then 
assume the customary and proper role of 
mental health associations in other cat¬ 
chment areas by allowing the mental health 
center to respond to local needs using the 
network or multiple provider model with 
maximum consumer and neighborhood input 


This organizational reform could ensure 
adeiquate services located in thpe high need 
r.cLglibfirhoods of the cnlchmcnt area far 
ethnic minorities and low income groups, 
which will avoid future civil rights cltatior/S 
by HEW 

This organizational reform is similar to 
that suggested by Dr (Bolton of D.H.E.W. at 
the Mystic Valley MenUl Health Area Board 
meeting of January 5. 1977. as a solution 
which can help bring the area board into 
compliance with the governance 
• requirements for menUl health centers of PL 
94-63 Appointing the Mental Health 
Association as the governing corporation of 
the Center is an Inadequate solution if the 
Center is to be composed of multiple 
providers with a consumer neighborhood 
orienUtion as the federal grant application 
mandated. The July 1976 H.E.W. site visit 
report sUted that the Mystic Valley Mental 
Health Center is already “overidentified with 
the Mystic Valley MenUl Health Association’’ 
— which reinforces the need for reform. The 
plan cited by Ms. Welch for the Association to 
control $500,000 of the Center’s annual budget 
is clearly inappropriate from a public policy 
sUndpoint.

TTm' smnll ngatr type that gave the final 
score. Burlington 74 Winchester 58. in the 
Thursday morning major lk«ton dailies 
reallv didn’t tell the whole itory Although it 
IS true that the Sachems did lose by 16 points 
to the number one ranking team in 
Massachusetts, they also gained a large 
amount of respect for giving the Red Devils 
their toughest game of the year. 

Winchester, at the end of three quarters, 
was breathing down the neck of highly touted 
(self and otherwise' Burlington, trailing by 
only two -19-47. the closest any team had lx*en 
to the Red I>evils at that point in a game this 
year What made the performance by the 
Sachems stand out was that it came in 
Burlington's “nut house." the band-box gym 
full of obnoxious partisans that make it one of 
the least-liked stopping places in the league. 

But the Sachems tired after the great 
effort in the first three {>eriods. and the 
Devils, who really are as good as people say 
they are. pulled away. The final score 
however is a bit padded, for a number of 
Burlington's final points were of the “garbage 
time" variety 

In the very beginning, it looked like it was 
the Sachems who were the best team in the 
state rather than the Devils. Using a starting 
lineup designed to puzzle and take away 
Burlington’s rebounding power. Winchester 
zipped to a 7-2 lead Starting forwards Donell 
Jones and Rick Pearl were brought out and 
put in the guard positions, while guards Don 
Allard and Tim Powers switched to the front 
court on offense Burlington, with two slow 
but powerful forwards in Mike O'Brien and 
Jim Paganetli. couldn’t stop this mixed-up 
tandem and Winchester ended the first 
quarter leading 13-12. 

Tim Powers poured in 8 of those 13 points 
on his wav to another fine effort (19 points* 
while Don Allard had 4. The second quarter 
was more of a see-saw affair, with both teams 
staying close until a run of 8 straight points by 
the*Devils put them ahead at the half 35-27. 

Allard accounted for 6 points early in the 
second quarter as Winchester fell behind 27- 
25. Then Burlington caught fire Guard John 
McKenna swished a 20-footer, center Dana 
Walsh hit a turn-around, then a 10-foot 
jumper, and guard I>ee Crutchfield added 2 
free throws to create a 35-25 score in favor of 
Burlington. Walsh was called for goaltending 
on a shot by Pearl as the half closed. 

In the third quarter the Sachems cut that 
lead to two points. With the score 37-29 
Winchester began their surge. Jim Burns hit 
a jumper. Allard (20 points) bagged another, 
and then followed with a layup to make it 37- 
.35. 

A pair of baskets by Walsh, one on a stuff 
shot that appeared to have a traveling 
violation attached, upped the lead to six 
again. Jones hit a jumper for Winchester, but 
Crutchfield and O’Brien canned two more 
baskets hiking the lead to eight. 45-37. 

Jones then tapped in a rebound and 
Powers hit two free throws. McKenna (a 
fantastic outside shooter) swished a 25-footer, 
and Bob McCabe matched that with a layup. 

After Crutchfield poured another long 
jump shot through the cords. Timmy Powers 
created the 49-47 score with a pair of baskets. 
Suddenly, the underdog Sachems were 


beginning to be thought of scriounly. and the 
folks in the “nut hwise" were beginning to 
w orry 

But the Devils came out with authority in 
the final frame connecting on their first three 
attempts while holding the Sachems scoreless 
to open up a little breathing room. Crut¬ 
chfield’s brother Doug made two long jum¬ 
pers and McKenna made a super move for a 
layup that made it .55-47. The closest the locals 
would come after that was six points on a 
Powers layup. After that strings of six and 
nine straight points, the latter when the game 
was already decided, shut the door. Win¬ 
chester made the score a bit more respec¬ 
table and a little more realistic when Jones 
bagged two foul shots and Peter Frazier hit a 
basket to create the final. 74-58. 

It really was one of those games where it 
was closer than it looked. After that great, 
great effort in Burlington, the Red Devils 
have got to l)e wondering what’s in store for 
them when they come here February 8 for a 
rematch. The .Sachems, who’ll have Glenn 
Mills at the ready then, will perhaps take the 
“un" out of Burlington’s unbeaten season.

They gave their l)est performance ever, 
but the Winchester girls gymnastics team lost 
to the powerful Burlington squad 88.8 to 85.2 
last Friday in Burlington. The team total of 
85.2 bettered the school’s all-time high of 80.5 
which they set in the Oyster River meet 
earlier this year. 

But Burlington, which seems to have the 
best team in most every sport this winter, 
came up with their best score also in pulling 
out the victory. They outscored their guests in 
the final three events after being outpointed 
on the bars 20.0 to 18.95.

Town budget timetable 

For the information of town meeting members and other citizens, the Rules 
Committee of the Winchester Town Meeting has drafted a timetable, in accordance 
with the charter, for the development of a town budget to be presented to the town 
meeting members in May. 

The charter requires all agencies of the town government to submit their budget 
requests to the town manager, who then compiles them into a single document. 
Although the school committee’s figures are included, under state law the school 
committee retains authority to make the final decision with respect to its part of the 
budget. 

Under procedures adopted last year, the town manager develops a com¬ 
prehensive, balanced budget that is based on anticipated revenues as well as 
estimated needs of town departments. The budget thus compiled by the executive 
branch of the town (town manager) is forwarded to the finance committee, - the fiscal 
committee of the legislative branch (town meeting). 

After a public hearing and further study, the finance committee prepares 
recommendations for town meeting action on the proposed budget. As the final step, 
the town meeting takes such action as it deems proper. 


The school committee voted unanimously 
Monday night to support an article for town 
meeting which would allow the portable 
classrooms at the Mystic School to remain 
another four or five years. 

Superintendent William C. MacDonald 
said that closing the portables would 
necessitate either moving the sixth and part 
of the fifth grade from Mystic to Lincoln or 
redrawing district lines so that ap¬ 
proximately 50 children would be sent to 
Lincoln. 

“If we closed the portables and did not 
move the kids out, we would have to give up 
some support rooms (library, resource 
room). My recommendation would be to 
move the children if necessary.” 

Committee member Robert Frank 
questioned the savings if the portables were 
to close. MacDonald replied that light and 
power costs are about $2851 and custodial 
time another $2200. One-time maintenance 
costs over the next five years would run about 
$5900 he said. 

Under proposed long-range plans. 
Superintendent MacDonald would see a four- 
year high school, a middle school, and 
reductions and-or closings at the elementary 
level. The sixth grade would likely come out 
of the elementary schools into the middle 


school in four of five years, according to the 
plan. 

There are currently two sixth grades 
housed in the portables. A team of three 
teachers works with 73 students, mostly sixth 
and fifth graders. 

MacDonald could find “no educational 
advantage to closing the portables.” 

Frank pointed to the busing costs if 
children from Mystic had to be transported to 
Lincoln. He said, “The annual cost of keeping 
the portables is less than the $5500 we would 
need to send the kids to Lincoln.” 

He went on, “The portables are not a 
forever thing. Why displace sixth graders 
when in another four or five years there won't 
be this problem?” 

Wording of the proposed warrant article 
was drafted by parent Ron Skates. It will go to 
the planning board and from there to the floor 
of town meeting in May. 

The article would be a proposed amend¬ 
ment to the zoning by-laws by which tem¬ 
porary school buildings could be placed at 
schools with reduced yards. There is a 
question about the proximity of the portables 
to the public way. According to the zoning by¬ 
laws, the structures in a single-family district 
such as the Mystic area, must be no less than 
25 feet from the public way. 


The single story portables have been in use 
since September 1968. 

In other matters, the school committee 
discussed dispersement of monies saved by 
the reduction in staff due to declining 
enrollments. 

Superintendent MacDonald made several 
suggestions. 1. A permanent substitute could 
be hired to be called when a teacher is tied up 
with a CORE evaluation. The substitute 
would be the first person called in cases of 
teacher illness, etc. 2. The industrial arts 
program could be augmented. Drafting coul(i, 
also be introduced at the junior high school 
level. 

3. The music program could be beefed up 
at all levels. 4. Art, physical education, and 
music specialists could be used at the kin¬ 
dergarten level where now they are only at 
grades 1-6. 

5. Additions could be made to personnel 
and supplies to extracurricular activities like 
the Red and Black, the high school 
newspaper, and WHSR, the high school radio 
station. 6. A more expansive health education 
program for secondary schools could include 
drug and alcohol as well as other health

School budget 
may be $8.2m, 
hearings set 

The new school committee budget is 
estimated at IH.2 million, down from last 
year's $8.43 million. 

The school department and the finance 
committee got together Tuesday night to look 
over the proposed budget, questioning ex¬ 
penditures in various areas and receiving 
explanations from school committee mem¬ 
bers. 

Robert Frank said, “This reduction 
reflects no change in policy on the part of the 
school committee.” 

Reduction of central office staff and 
declining enrollments are believed respon¬ 
sible for the decline. 

The school committee told The Star that it 
will release a budget summary for 
publication next week and a hold public 
hearing on the budget February 10. Regular 
school committee meetings will be held 
February 14 and 28, with the budget voted and 
sent to the town manager early in March.

Saltmarsh bill 
would level 
the bureaucracy 

Representative “Whip” Saltmarsh of 
Winchester has filed “Sunset” legislation that 
would automatically phase out much of the 
slate government bureaucracy. 

Under the provisions of the bill, the 63 
agencies, boards, and committees which are 
covered would automatically expire on a 
fixed schedule unless they could show cause 
why they should be continued. 

They would come up for termination every 
five years. Prior to termination, each agency 
would submit a statement to the legislative 
Committee on Post Audit and Oversight as to 
the public need for that agency. The com¬ 
mittee would then hold public hearings. 

If the agency did not satisfactorily justify 
its continued existence, the legislature would 
let it go out of business as .scheduled. If the 
committee concluded that the agency should 
be continued or consolidated, legislation 
would be filed. 

“This is really a pilot project,” 
Representative Saltmarsh explained. “Our 
concept could be expanded beyond the initial 
63 agencies to include all of state government. 
In any case, there is no doubt that after all the 
years of steadily increasing bureaucracy,'it is 
lime to go in the other direction.”

Attorney General Francis X. Bellotti and 
Florence R. Rubin, president of the League of 
Women Voters of Massachusetts, this week 
announced an Open Meeting Monitoring 
Project. 

The present open meeting law went into 
effect January 1. 1976. Under the law. state, 
county and municipal boards must post the 
time and place of all regular meetings, keep 
records (minutes) of those meetings and 
allow the public to attend. 

“The intent of the law.” Bellotti said, “is 
that citizens should and may know about 
deliberations and decisions being made in 
their behalf by elected and appointed of¬ 
ficials. Unfortunately, violations occur every 
day and most go unreported.” 

Rubin explained that League members 
will report potential violations to the Elec¬ 
tions Division of the Department of the 
Attorney General. “League members have 
been attending meetings of school com¬ 
mittees, city councils and other boards and 
commissions in their communities for many 
years,” she said. “They are familiar with the 
open meeting law and are pleased to be able 
to use their expertise in this important 
project.” 

Reports on the meetings will be submitted 
for review to Assistant Attorneys General 
Thomas R. Kiley and Ernest P. DeSimone. 
Civil suits will be brought against offenders 
within the required 14-day period. Action 
taken at a meeting which is found to have 
violated provisions of the law may be in¬ 
validated. 

Under the law violators are ordered by the 
courts to comply in the future; neither fines 
nor administrative sanctions are impo.sed. 
Enforcement efforts during the past year 
have been hindered by the system of repor¬ 
ting violations outlined in the statute. 

“This monitoring project will alleviate the 
problem of reporting.” Bellotti .said. 

Closed meetings, or executive sessions, 
are prmitted under the open meeting law 
when discussion involves the following; 

1. Reputation, character, physical con¬ 
dition or mental health of an individual. 

2. Discipline, dismissal or complaints 
about an individual. 


.3. Strategy for collective bargaining 
negotiations. 

4. Security personnel and devices. 

.3. Allegations about criminal conduct. 

li. Negotiations about purchase of real 
property. 

7. Compliance with general or special 
laws, or federal aid requirements. 

“Most public officials act in good faith and 
comply with this law.” Rubin said. “It Is our 
hope ihat this monitoring project will en¬ 
courage all representatives of the citizens of 
Massachusetts to carry out the business of 
government in an open manner.”

The foyer and lobby of Town Hall are now 
bright, gay, and sparkling clean with a 
special paint job. Those two super-active co- 
chairmen not only have created ALMANAC 
II, but also donned their jeans with others and 
have painted the lower portion and all of those 
hundreds of spokes on the stairs. 

The upper parts of the hall were done 
professionally, but ftie lower part with its 
intricate early century detailing have been 
carefully refurbished. Pauline Baron of 
Winton Club is the chairman of decoration 
and she and her committee with an enormous 
amount of help from their husbands have 
hung all of the sound-softening drapes, and 
for an added fillip, the ticket booth as you 
enter the hall has been papered, the begin¬ 
nings of a zingy Town Hall that looks loved. 
Each year Winton Club tries to contribute an 
improvement to the Town Hall as its thank 
you for being able to use this facility. Winton 


Club is a volunteer service organization, and 
is keenly aware of its responsibilities to the 
Winchester Hospital and. to the Town of 
Winchester.

track and swimming would fall into the latter 
expense. 

"Still, the per pupil expense for hockey 
players is three times that of any girls sport." 

Included in the nine girls sports are 
cheerleading and tumbling. 

Frank suggested that cutting back the 
hockey program could allow four or five new 
sports to be introduced, especially for the 
girls. 

Chairlady Mary G. Pronski countered all 
Frank’s suggestions by suggesting that 
hockey is not out of line with other sports 
expenses. 

"If you look carefully,” she said, "you will 
find that other sports cost nearly the same as 
hockey." 

While the major expense unique to hockey 
is rental and ice time, other costs borne by 
football, basketball and track come from 


other budgets. Maintenance of playing,fields 
and custodial care of gyms are not reflected 
in the athletic budget. 

Committee member Jack Noble chided 
Frank for making what member Connie 
Pappas called ‘‘an eleventh-hour 
suggestion.” Noble said, "Tonight is not the 
time to bring up dropping hockey. The time 
was when we discussed these matters with 
the athletic director."

Snow removal reality 

They used to say, when you could see the grass, that it was always 
greener in the other fellow’s backyard. 

In this case, the metaphor won’t work. It wouldn’t work even if you 
could see the grass, which you can’t for painfully obvious reasons. 

Snow, snow and more of it. 

In Winchester’s case, we think the grass (make that read bare 
roadways) is “gi'eener” from the point of view of our neighbors rather 
than from our own perspective. 

The reason is that Winchester had done a far better job at clearing and 
keeping its roads plowed and reasonably easy to traverse than its neigh¬ 
bors near and far. 

There have been some comments in this regard from the general 
populace in praise of the work of the Winchester Department of Public 
W’orks snow removal crews. 

Now we are hearing from some who are complaining about a "poor” 
job of after-storm clearing. While they admit that the initial attack on 
new-fallen snow has been outstanding, they are less than pleased, to put it 
mildly, about what has happened afterwards. They charge that virtually 
nothing has been done to continue to remove snow. 

The Star has received some of these complaints by telephone, others 
by letter. And we have asked the callers where they would put the snow. 
They have no answer. We remember that when we had 89.2 inches of snow 
back in 1947 (which seems like yesterday), dump trucks formed steady 
lines toward Boston Harbor and to city and town dumps to get rid of the 
white stuff. But you can’t do that any more, apparently for ecological, 
among other reasons. 

Our latest storm Tuesday morning left about three or four inches of 
snow. By 8:30 a.m.. neighboring Lexington had not sent a single plow into 
the stress. It was very difficult to drive in that town. Not even the main 
drag. Massachusetts avenue through Lexington Center had been plowed. 

But lo. the difference when we came into Winchester. The streets were 
plowed, wide and down to the pavement. What had been really rough 
going in Lexington w'as not difficult in Winchester. 

Our complainers said they were not interested in the "grass" in the 
other fellow’s backyard, only in their own and what they were getting for 
their tax dollars. 

While it may not do any harm to complain (except to the hard-working 
crews and their supervisors), and that complaining where justified 
serves the best interests of the town, we think in this case, with ex¬ 
traordinary winter conditions, that citizens look at the positive side of it. 

We think the grass is gi’eener, but in our own backyard.

Thinning the bureaucracy 

Winchester State Rep. Sherman W. (Whip) Saltmarsh, Jr., has come 
up with so-called "sunset" legislation that will eliminate much of the 
supernumary state bureacracy, or at least keep the bureaucrats on their 
toes. 

Under provisions of the bill, some 63 agencies, boards and committees 
would have to justify their own existence or perish. They would be held 
accountable for their own being or automatically expire on a fixed 
schedule, hence the term "sunset." 

Agencies unable to justify their continued existence would be allowed 
to go out of business . 

Otherwise, such agencies woulcj be terminated, or come up for ter¬ 
mination every five years. But they would have an opportunity to justify 
themselves to the State Committee on Post Audit and Oversight, and then 
to public hearings. 

Saltmarsh said that this "pilot project could be expanded beyond the 
initial 63 agencies to include all of state government. In any case," he 
said, "there is no doubt that after all the years of steadily increasing our 
costly bureaucracy, it is time to go in the other direction."* 

We agree and wish him good luck with his bill.---J.R.S.

Let me share with you my frustrations ai 
the School Committee of Monday January 24. 
P’irst on the agenda under unfinished business 
was the issue of the Mystic portables. 
Superintendent of .Schools Bill MacDonald 
recommended that the School Committee 
support an article to rezone the Mystic por¬ 
tables and thus allow for a stay of execution. 
The article to keep the portables will go the 
Planning Board and then on to town meeting. 
Three Mystic parents were present to answer 
questions. 

The questions asked by school committee 
meml^er Bob Frank were directed to Bill 
MacDonald and were divided into two 
categories: financial and educations. 

1. What were the financial implications of 
closing the portables? 

2 What were the educational pluses and 
mouses for closing the portables? 

(Does this have a familiar ring to anyone 
out there?) 

It was determined that the financial gains 
by closing were dubious at best since an 
annual $5,500 additional bus run would be 
needed for those 50 old Mystic students going 
to Lincoln. .Secondly Mr. MacDonald said 
llwre would be no educational advantage to 
doting the portables and redistricting 50 
■tudents to IJr>coln. And in fact a unique team 
of three teachers for 5th and Oth grade would 
lx* alxaiKioned. Thirdly, Mr. Frank noted it 
would l>e prudent \c hold onto the portables 
until there w a.s a 4-year High .School at which 
time Myatic would lone it Oth grade to a 
middle achool. Without further discussion the 
wcTkiqI ccwYimit'tee voted 5 to 0 in favor of 
teeping the I'jortablaa. 

Let me apell out my frustrations. The 
ergumenU uaed U) maintain the portables 


were the very same arguments used to 
maintain Wyman. Namely: the financial 
gains by closing were dubious, the Superin¬ 
tendent was on record saying there would be 
no educational advantage to a 500 student 
school. And Mr. Frank alluded to a third 
argument of Wyman supporters that asked 
that any decision be made in light of a long- 
range plan, namely a four-year high school. I 
feel we have been dealt with unequitably. 

How did the Mystic parents win so ef¬ 
fortlessly using the very arguments we fought 
so hard to impress upon the School Com¬ 
mittee? I sincerely applaud you Mystic 
families. But the parallel of our two schools 
and their resulting victory and defeat vis a vis 
the School Committee leaves me “Mystified’’, 
(pun intended). 

I am for the Mystic portable, I am for all 
neighborhood schools, I am for decision¬ 
making based upon long-range plans, I am for 
fairness and consistency on the part of the 
School Committee and I am for strong 
leadership on the part of the Superintendent.

Selectmen are considering the idea, pul 
forth by Town Manager Thomas J. Groux. of 
holding meetings every two weeks instead of 
every Monday night. 

There is opposition on the board, however, 
from those who want to keep contact with the 
public as easy as possible.

One suggestion is to hold four meetings a 
month but have a formal docket for only two 
of them.

The school committee has sent a letter 
releasing the Wyman School to selectmen for 
disposition as of August 15. 

Chalrlady Mary (i. Pronski’s letter reads: 

“As a result of declining enrollments in the 
Winchester Public Schools, the School 
('ommittee voted on December 13. 1976 to 
close the Wyman School...the Wyman School 
and property will no longer be required for 
school purposes after July 1. 1977. 

“The Board of Selectmen is hereby 
notified, therefore, that the Wyman School 
and property has been declared excess by the 
School Committee and will be turned over to 
the Board of Selectmen on August 15. 1977.” 

It is now up to selectmen to dispose of the 
premises as Ihey see fit.

The Metropolitan District Commission 
announced its 1977 water rate for the 34 cities 
and towns in the M.D.C. Water District will 
remain at $240 per million gallons for the 
third successive year. 

The last water rate increase instituted by 
the MDC was in 1974. Metropolitan District 
Commissioner John F. Snedeker charac¬ 
terized the vote of his commission as "highly 


The Metropolitan District Commission 
urges that all persons terminate using any 
body of water under MDC control for any ice- 
related recreation or walking. 

MDC Commissioner John F. Snedeker 
.said, “While present thickness of ice-covered 
areas in most cases are adequate for such 
activity, our examination reveals danger 
areas continue to exist, such as at springs, 
under bridges, and in bodies of water where 
draining of water takes place." He added, 
“There is no .safeguard we can employ, 
following a thaw, to communicate with all the 
citizenry on a daily basis concerning 
hazardous areas." The safe and supervised 
alternative, he concluded, “would be to use 
one of the M.D.C.’s 26 artificial skating 
rinks." 

Laurence J. Carpenter, superintendent of 
the M.D.C. Police, said, “Today, after 
receiving reports from our field staff, I have 
ordered ‘Keep off the Ice’ signs erected along 
the Charles River."

satisfactory. I am glad that in this time of 
rising costs we are still able to hold the line on 
water rates despite the fact we face damage 
claims in Boston because of recent problems 
with the Dorchester Tunnel. Chemicals for 
fluoridation, corrosion and lead controls are 
also rising in cost with each passing year." 

Commissioner Snedeker emphasizecTlhat 
informal meetings held with a Water 
Advisory Board comprising members from 
towns and cities in the MDC Water District 
during the past year produced several ex¬ 
cellent suggestions the MDC hopes to put into 
effect. One such suggestion was to establish a 
Water Stabilization Reserve, not to exceed $3 
million, from any surplus which might accrue 
in the Water Fund. This reserve would be 
used to offset future deficits and to maintain a 
stable water rate. Legislation to that effect 
has been filed and it is expected the 34 water 
using communities will support it. 

The ability of the Metropolitan District 
Commission to hold the line of water rate 
increases was praised by Governor Michael 
S. Dukakis, who noted, "It is heartening to 
know that despite rising costs at all levels of 
government the MDC is able to maintain 
price stability while efficiently carrying out 
its task of supplying vitally needed water to 
more than two million consumers."

Packaged sunshine: Oranges

My father-in-law writes from Tallahasee, 
where he retired to escape the cold of New 
Hampshire, that a recent morning walk was 
accompanied by 18 degree temperatures and 
a wind chill below zero. 

The devasting cold has done more than 
damage the Sunshine State’s reputation; it 
has damaged the chief export of “packaged 
sunshine" in the citrus crops to an un¬ 
precedented degree. 

My northern winters have always been 
brightened by gift boxes of the wonderful 
southern citrus fruits. One winter was 
brightened even more by a food writers’ trip 
and tour of citrus groves. 

I returned with 50 pounds of fruit and an 
armload of recipes from the citrus growers. I 
also learned some interesting facts. 

Did you know that grapefruits are wholly 
American? They were unknown in the citrus¬ 
growing countries of Europe, of Spain. Italy 
and Greece until introduced from America. 
Most orange-eating Europeans have never 
seen a grapefruit. 

Columbus is given credit for introducing 
the orange to Florida after planting slips in 
the West Indies and transferring them on a 
later trip. Benjamin Franklin’s favorite drink 
was a rum shrub made with orange juice. 
Thomas Jefferson tried to grow Italian 
orange trees at Monticello. 

Today the United States is the largest 
orange grower in the world and produces half 
the world supply from six southern states. 
Florida and California dominate and main¬ 
tain a friendly rivalry. 

The following recipe is noteworthy 
because it is a speedy version of one of 
Pillsbury Bake-Off contest all-time favorites, 
orange kiss-me cake. The recipe was adapted 
by a friend. Barbara Robison, a well known 
citrus industry home economist. She is 
careful to give it a different name. 


Orange Kissin' Cousin Cake 
1 medium orange, unpeeled 

1 cup raisins 

>2 cup broken walnuts 

2 2-3 cups prepared biscuit mix 
1 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
1-3 cup shortening 

2 eggs 

1 cup milk 

6 tablespoons freshly squeezed orange juice 
Sugar topping 

Prepare orange for blender by carefully 
trimming and cutting into wedges being sure 
to remove core and seeds. Do not peel, but cut 
a thin slice from each end before cutting into 
small chunks. Add raisins and walnuts to 
pureed orange and continue blending until 
smooth and well pureed. A food grinder may 
also be used. 

In a large bowl, stir together biscuit mix, 
sugar and baking powder: add shortening, 
eggs, and three-fourths of the milk. Beat at 
medium speed one minute, scraping sides of 
bowl. Add remaining milk and beat 30 
seconds longer. Carefully fold, then partially 
stir orange mixture into batter; pour into 
greased 13 by 9 by 2-inch pan. Bake at 350 
degrees for 35 to 40 minutes. Immediately 
sprinkle orange juice evenly over surface of 
hot cake, then sprinkle with sugar topping. 

Sugar Topping: Combine one-third cup 
sugar and one teaspoon cinnamon with one- 
fourth cup chopped walnuts. Sprinkle over 
cake. Orange cartwheel slices may be used in 
a petal design for additional garnish. 

EDITOR’S NOTE: A reader called last 
week in some confusion over the appearance 
of fractions in the recipe ingredients.

is high due to frost. It is of a 
higher class than the lowest 
denominator "Petit Chablis." 
This is a wine which is lighter 
and shorter lived than the 
others, being ready when less 
than a year old. 

Quality varies greatly with 
Chablis from vintage to vin¬ 
tage. Poor years are generally 
disagreeable and tart. The 
best, though, are the best. 
They are clear, dry. clean with 
a delicately fine bouquet. The 
flavor is often described as

Gloria Stevens a way of life 


"Motivation, Exercise, and Diet" are the 
watchwords for Christiane Schenk, manager 
of the Gloria Stevens Salon located at 362 
Cambridge st., Woburn. The salon caters to 
residents of Winchester, Woburn, Stoneham, 
Burlington and Lexington. 

Perhaps one of the best examples of the 
application of “M.E.D." is seen in the life of 
Mrs. Schenk herself. 

Born in Normandy, France, she moved 
with her parents to Africa at age six.

Mark McGoldrick picked up a lose puck and 
drilled it by Woburn goalie Brian 
McDonough’s stick side from 20 feet out at 
8:48. Jon Pettee started the original rush and 
was tripped up, but Goldie was right there to 
l^k up his drop pass and W'inchester led 1-0. 

.Woburn tied it up less than 40 seconds later 
when Dave Ottariano picked up his own 
rebound and backhanded the first of his three 
goals past Falla to the far lefthand corner to 
knot it up.

The momentum from Ottariano’s third 
goal carried over into the early part of the 
final frame. David DeDonarto gave the 
Tanners their first lead of the game at 4-3, 
when he batted in the rebound from his own 
shot after only 2:54. 

But once again Woburn was hit with a 
costly penalty. Chucky Tucker was called for 
holding and the Sachem power play rolled 
into gear.

If happiness could be expressed as a 
monetary value the Sachems would all be 
multi-millionaires. "It was like winning the 
Super Bowl and Stanley Cup all in one," said 
Coach Dave Berman after the game. "This is 
just a super, super feeling." 'Nuff said!

Sachems battle Minutemen, 
win in overtime 65 to 63 


Athletic director Bill Colella is in the 
process of making a new sign to be placed 
outside the high school gym for all future 
basketball games. It will read: Warning! We 
suggest that anyone faint of heart refrain 
from witnessing tonight’s game. 

For the second game in a row the Sachems 
pulled out a big victory in overtime, knocking 
off the Lexington Minutemen 65-63 last 
Tuesday. In the process they drove their 
frenzied fans to the breaking point in making 
a comeback from a 37-24 deficit, grabbing a 
5r-45 lead in the final quarter, and finally 
being forced into another overtime game. 

In the extra-session three Don Allard free 
throws, one by Donell Jones, and a big tap-in 
by Bob McCabe paved the way to victory. 
Allard finished the game with 21 points, 
McCabe 14, and Tim Powers had 16 to lead the 
Sachems. 

Winchester broke out to an early 8-1 lead 
after four minutes of the first period. Allard 
began the game with a 10-footer, McCabe 
scored on a layup, Donny hit another long 
jumper, and Powers swished one from out¬ 
side to account for the early blast. But the 
Minutemen regrouped and ripped off eight 
straight points to take a 9-8 lead. Allard got 
the next four Sachem points on two foul shots 
and a jumper, before Lexington’s Mark 
Dawson connected on a set shot to cut the 
score to 12-11, in favor of Winchester after one 
quarter. 

The two teams exchanged leads in the 
early moments of the second period before 
Greg Schulz and Mark Nesline scored on 
consecutive long bombs for a 22-18 
Minutemen lead. After baskets by Allard and 
McCabe tied it at 22, Jim Sullivan banged one 
in from the top of the key, and Steve 
Weiderhold hit a jumper as the half closed 
with Lexington ahead, 26-22. 

Lee Byrne increased that lead to eight, 30- 
22 with a pair of free throws and a layup 
before Jones broke the spell with a drive for 
Winchester. But then in rapid succession 
Gordie Stevens canned a jumper and Dawson 
turned in a beautiful three-point play to boost 
the margin to eleven, 35-24. 

After a Dawson jumper made it 37-24 
Winchester apparently decided that they’d 
seen enough and proceeded to score the next 
14 points. Jones made a layup. McCabe and 
Powers did likewise, 37-30. McCabe hit a 5- 
foot turn-around and Powers hit two straight 


jump shots, 37-36. The Sachems then grabbed 
the lead for the first time since 18-16 when 
McCabe swished two straight free throws. 

Sullivan and Weiderhold sparked a brief 
Lexington comeback with back to back hoops 
to give the Minutemen a 41-38 lead, but that 
margin was short-lived. Glenn Mills hit a 
layup and Powers scored on a drive as the 
period closed with Winchester on the long end 
of a 42-41 score. 

Winchester managed to up that lead to six, 
51-45 after a McCabe layup and a Powers 7- 
footer, but the Minutemen came back to tie it 
at 52 apiece. After an Allard foul shot gave the 
Sachems another lead 53-52, Lexington scored 
six points to grab a 58-53 edge. Byrne con¬ 
nected on an outside shot, Nesline bagged a 
10-footer, and Dawson scored on a jumper 


before the last Sachem flurry. 

Winchester matched Lexington’s six 
straight with three baskets of their own; an 
Allard drive, two free throws by Powers, and 
a couple moi e by Mills making it 59-58. But 
Sullivan converted on one of two foul shots 
with 23 seconds left in regulation to tie the 
score and force the affair into overtime.

It started out like an old rerun, the ones 
you’ve seen a thousand times and know the 
ending all too well.

CETA has $2.8 million 
for public service jobs 


Medford CETA, which 
serves Winchester, has funds 
available for projects which 
provide new public services 
by employing CETA workers. 
Government agencies and 
non-profit organizations 
serving the Medfgrd CETA 
area are eligible to submit 
proposals for projects of 4 to 
11 months duration which: 

• 1) provide the com¬ 
munity with an innovative 
approach to job creation by 
productively employing 
eligible unemployed persons 
2) have a substantial 
impact on the economic, 
educational, environmental, 
social, or cultural aspects of 


life in the community by 
providing new public services 

Ninety percent of the 
project budget must provide 
wages to CETA eligible 
workers. 

The funds are available 
under the recent extension of 
Title VI of the Com¬ 
prehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA), passed 
by Congress in December. 
The total allocation to the 
Medford CETA office was 2.8 
million dollars. Some funds 
will be used to employ CETA 
workers in public service 
jobs. The remaining amount 
will be used to fund projects. 

The new eligibility 


requirements for par¬ 
ticipants under this Title VI 
funding targets the jobs to 
those with low income levels 
who are long-term unem¬ 
ployed or AFDC recipients. 
Organizations serving these 
groups and minority groups 
are encouraged to apply. The 
proposal deadline is 
February 18, 1977. 

Proposals will be reviewed 
by the Medford CETA office, 
the local Advisory Manpower 
Planning Board and the chief 
elected official for the 
Medford CETA Subgrantee, 
James 0. Nicholson. Those 
selected will be forwarded to 
the Massachusetts Balance of 


State Prime Sponsor Plan¬ 
ning Council which, under the 
legislation, must approve 
final project r>eIectioas. Final 
selection will occur in early 
April and projects wUl begin 
in May and June.

Father Haddad appointed to 
pastorate of St. Eulalia^s 


Rev James J. Haddad, S.T.D., has been 
named by Cardinal Medeiros to be the new 
pastor of St. Eulalia’s parish in the Win- 
chesler-Arlington area. Father Haddad was 
ordained on February 3, 1958, after having 
attended Boston College, Massachusetts 
College of Pharmacy, and St John’s 
Seminar)’. 

His first assignment was as an associate at 
St. John’s — St. Hugh’s parish. Roxbury. He 
also served as an associate at St. Bridget 
parish. Maynard, and Sacred Heart parish. 
North Quincy. 

In September, 1965, he was assigned by 
Cardinal Cushing to pursue a graduate degree 
in theology at the Pontifical University of St. 
Patrick College. Maynooth, Ireltod. He 
received his doctorate in Sacred Geology 
(S.T.D.) in 1967. with a specialization in 
theological anthropology. 

Upon returning home, he was named the 
first director of the Pastoral Institute at 5 
Lake st.. Brighton. The Institute has the 
responsibility of continuing the spiritual and 
academic formation of priests. 

Father Haddad has also served for many 
years as chairman of the Continuing 
Education Committee of the Boston 
Theological Institute (a theological con¬ 
sortium of divinity schools in the Boston- 
Cambridge area), as Chairman of the New 
England Committee on Continuing Education 
of the Clergy, and as a member of the Arch¬ 
diocesan Committee for priests pursuing 
higher studies.

He has traveled extensively conducting 
institutes and retreats, principally for priests.
